ILLINOIS COMMITTEEMAN’S PRACTICE HANDBOOK 


The 1946 Farm Program is designed to assist the farmers of Illinois 
to the fullest possible extent in protecting their soils against damage 
from erosion and loss of fertility. 

The county committee will designate those practices which will be 
approved for payment in the county in order that the available funds 
will be used most effectively to bring about increased conservation. 
Written approval by the county committee must be obtained for each 
practice to be performed on any individual’s farm, prior to the carry- 
ing out of such practice except that practices performed before April 
1, 1946, may be approved retroactively by the county committee. 


A. FUNDS AVAILABLE FOR CONSERVATION PRACTICES ON 
INDIVIDUAL FARMS 


The county and community committeemen will determine for each 
farm, on the basis of the conservation needs and farmer’s intentions, 
maximum payments for each practice approved for the farm. The 
sum of the maximum payments approved cannot exceed the county 
limits approved for this purpose by the State Committee. Official 
notice of such approval will be forwarded to the operator and other 
parties interested in the operation of the farm. 


B. CONSERVATION PRACTICES 


The practices available for 1946 are those which are most needed 
in order to conserve and improve soil fertility, improve pasture land, 
prevent wind and water erosion, and promote conservation and better 
utilization of water. Assistance will be available for carrying out the 
following practices during the program year January 1, 1946, through 
December 31, 1946. To qualify for payment, each practice must be 
carried out in accordance with the specifications for that practice and 
be in keeping with good farming practices for the locality. 

Except as stated below, the total extent of any practice performed 
shall be reduced for purposes of payment by the percentage of the total 
cost of the practice which the county committee determines was fur- 
nished by a State or Federal agency. The extent of any practice shall 
not be reduced because a portion of the cost is represented by materials 
or services furnished by the F. S. B., or equipment furnished by S.C. S., 
or materials or services furnished by an ageucy of a State or political 
subdivision thereof to another agency or political subdivision of the 


_ Same State, or trees purchased from a Clark-McNary Cooperative State 
Nursery. 
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(1) Standard terraces.—Construction of standard terraces with a 
settled minimum ridge cross-section of at least 8 square feet. Proper 
outlets must be provided. The terrace and outlets must conform to the 
minimum specifications required by the State Committee.—$1 per 100 
linear feet. ; 

(2) Contouring intertilled crops.—Contour farming of intertilled 
crops provided the crop stubble is left standing or a good stand of a 
winter cover crop is obtained. If there is danger of erosion in water- 
ways, such waterways must be permanently established in sod. Con- 
tour lines must be laid out with an approved instrument. No credit 
will be given for this practice for any acreage qualifying under Prac- 
tice (4), Contour Stripcropping.—$1.50 per acre. 

(3) Contour farming of drilled or close-sown crops.—Contour 


seeding of small grain crops, sorghums, millet, or soybeans. Allopera- — 


tions prior to and in connection with the seeding must be on the con- 
tour. If there is danger of erosion in waterways, such waterways must 
be permanently established in sod. Contour lines must be laid out 


with an approved instrument. No credit will be given for this practice | 


for any acreage qualifying under Practice (4), Contour Stripcerop- 
ping.—$0.50 per acre. 

(4) Contour stripcropping.—Growing alternate strips of inter- 
tilled crops with sown, close-drilled, or sod crops, on the contour : Pro- 
vided, (1) the strips are approximately the same width ; (2) the strips 
are not less than 3 rods nor more than 10 rods in. width; (3) the crop 
stubble is left standing or a good stand of a winter cover crop is ob- 
tained; (4) at least 25 percent of the field is in strips of perennial 
grasses or legumes or mixtures thereof; and (5) contour lines are laid 


out with an approved instrument. When it is necessary because of — 


crop rotations, to have two adjacent strips of sown, close-drilled, or 
sod crops, credit may be given for the entire field —$1.50 per acre. 

(5) Establishing sod waterways.—Establishing a permanent sod 
waterway on any cropland where a permanent vegetative cover is nec- 
essary in a waterway channel or terrace outlet, or in cultivated or- 
chards. The channel of the waterway must be sufficiently wide to carry 
the run-off from the drainage area and must be at least 1 rod wide at 
the narrowest point. The channel must contain perennial grasses and 
eeoe vegetative growth must be obtained.—$0.75 per 1,000 square 

eet. 
(6) Pasture establishment or improvement.—Kstablishing or im- 


proving permanent pasture by carrying out all of the following opera~- 


tions: (1) applying the necessary amounts of liming materials or 
fertilizers as determined by the county committee; (2) tearing up the 
sod by the use of a disk or similar tool in such a manner as to mix 


the needed lime or fertilizer into the soil and to provide a satisfactory — 


seedbed; (3) making a seeding of not less than 16 pounds per acre of 
an approved pasture mixture of the legumes and grasses listed below, 
such seeding to include at least 50 percent of biennial or perennial 


legumes, except that Reeds canary grass may be seeded alone at the © 


rate of 8 to 12 pounds per acre; (4) delaying grazing until the new 
seeding has made a good growth, controlling grazing during the re- 


mainder of the grazing season, and removing livestock early enough . 


in the fall to permit a good growth of the pasture before winter; and 


(5) mowing weeds, if necessary, a sufficient number of times to prevent —

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seed formation and to control growth. Credit for the lime or fertilizer 
applied may be given under Practices (17), (18), or (19). 


(a) For timothy or Korean lespedeza.—$0.05 per pound. 
(b) For sweet clover, redtop, smooth bromegrass, crested wheat grass or 
ryegrass.—$0.15 per pound. 


- (c) For Kentucky bluegrass, Canadian bluegrass, orchard grass, or meadow 
fescue.—$0.20 per pound. 


(da) For red clover, alsike clover, or alfalfa.—$0.25 per pound. 
(e) For Reeds canary grass.—$0.30 per pound. 


(7) Construction of open farm drainage ditches.—Construction 
or enlargement of open farm drainage ditches (except ditches con- 
structed or maintained by a drainage district), including lateral and 
lead ditches for which proper outlets are provided, and adequate pro- 
vision is made for the entrance of water into and out of the ditches. 
An engineer’s survey of grade and cross-section and a map of the area 
showing the ditches may be used to determine whether the specifica- 
tions have been met. No credit will be given for material moved in 
cleaning the ditch.—$0.08 per cubic yard, but not in excess of $8.00 
per 100 linear feet. 

(8) Excavation of ditches for tile drainage.—Excavation of 
ditches for the installation of tile drains, provided the size of tile, out- 
lets, and gradient meet the specifications for standard drainage pub- 
lished by the U.S. Department of Agriculture. No credit will be given 
if the tile lines are used for any purpose other than the draining of agri- 
cultural land. An engineer’s survey showing grades of tile lines may 
be used to determine whether the specifications have been met. A map 
showing the location of the tile lines must be available for inspection.— 
$0.40 per rod. 

(9) Dams and ponds for livestock water.—Construction of 
earthen, concrete, or masonry dams and ponds for providing water for 
livestock. Earthen dams must be constructed with minimum slopes of 
3 to 1 on the upstream side and 2 to 1 on the downstream side. Dams 
of 10 feet or less in height must have a minimum freeboard of 3 feet. 
Dams over 10 feet in height must have a minimum freeboard of 4 feet. 
The water in the pond must be at least 6 feet deep below the spillway. 
The spillways must be of sufficient width to carry the expected overflow 


_ from the drainage area. The dam and pond must be fenced to ex- 


clude livestock and the water must be piped out to a tank or where this 
is impracticable, a small arm of the pond may be permitted to extend 
beyond the fenced area, or chutes or other means of making the water 
available to stock may be approved by the county committee, pro- 
vided such methods do not permit access of the stock to the pond 
proper. . 

(a) For earth or other material moved.—$0.12 per cubic yard. 

(b) For concrete.—$9.00 per cubic yard. 

(c) For rubble masonry.—$6.00 per cubic yard. 

(10) Mulching Materials.—Application of straw to commercial 
orchards, vineyards, commercial vegetable land, strawberries, or other 
small fruits.—$4 per ton. 

(11) Go-down crops—Commercial orchards and commercial 
vegetable land.—Protecting the soil from wind and water erosion by 
the use of go-down crops, provided a good vegetative growth is ob- 
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tained and the crop is not pastured or harvested for grain, hay, seed, _ 
or forage, or otherwise taken from the land. The following crops 
will qualify: Sudan grass, millet, buckwheat, oats, barley, rye, wheat, 
or mixtures of any of these crops, lespedeza seeded in the spring of 
1946, soybeans or cowpeas.—$1.50 per acre. 

(12) Green manure crops.—Disking or plowing under a good 
stand and a good growth of the following crops. If the land is sub- 
ject to erosion and the green manure crop is turned under in the fall, 
the land must be protected by a winter cover crop.—$1.50 per acre. 

(a) Oats, barley, wheat, or soybeans, in orchards and on vegetable land. 

(b) 1945 fall seedings of winter rye turned under in the spring of 1946. 

(c) Cowpeas. 

(d) Buckwheat. 

(e) Winter vetch or crimson clover. 

(f) 1946 spring seeded lespedeza not cut for hay or pastured and followed 
by a winter cover crop. 

(g) Sweetclover. 

(h) Alsike or red clover turned under in the fall of 1946. 

(13) Eradication of weeds on cropland.—Eradication of seriously 
infested plots of bindweed, Canada thistle, hoary cress, leafy 
spurge, perennial sow thistle, or Russian knapweed. Approval may 
be given for this practice only on farms where approved weed-control 
measures are being carried out on all adjacent infested farms and con- 
tiguous land, where the infestation is limited to a single farm or where 
the county committee determines there is no likelihood of reinfestation 
from adjacent or contiguous land. No crop may be taken from the 
land but the weeds may be cut and removed before tillage is begun. 

(a) For sodium chlorate or other chemicals approved by the state com- 


mittee.—$0.07 per pound. 
(b) For continuous clean tillage.—$10.00 per acre. 


(14) Tree planting.—Planting trees for forest purposes, gully 
control, or windbreak, in accordance with good tree culture. The site 
and species of trees to be plarited must have the approval of the county 
committee. The plantings must be protected from fire and grazing. 
The following species of trees may be approved provided they are 
adapted to the particular soil type, climatic conditions, moisture con- 
ditions, and site: 


(a) For forest purposes: Shortleaf pine, loblolly pine, cypress, red pine, 
white pine, jack pine, pitch pine, Virginia pine, red cedar, black walnut, 
white oak, red oak, tulip poplar, ash, red gum, black locust, catalpa, soft 
maple, cottonwood, and any other trees approved by the State Forester, 
to be planted 6 to 8 feet apart in rows 6 to 8 feet apart.—$1.00 per 100 trees. 
but not in excess of $7.50 per acre. 

(b) For gully control: Black locust in active gullies to be planted from 
3 to 6 feet apart. All trees approved for forest plantings may be used on | 
the area surrounding the gully, to be planted 6 to 8 feet apart in rows 6 tof 
feet apart.—$1.00 per 100 trees, but not in excess of $7.50 per acre. 

(c) For windbreak: Norway spruce, white spruce, blue spruce, Douglas fir, 
red pine on sandy land, and shortleaf and loblolly pine in southern Illinois. 
To be planted in 8 rows 14 feet apart with the trees 14 feet apart in the rows. 
The trees in the middle row should be staggered.—$2.00 per 100 trees. 


(15) Maintaining a stand of trees in windbreaks.— Maintaining 
for windbreaks a stand of at least 200 trees per acre which have been 
planted between January 1, 1941, and January 1, 1946, by cultivation | 
sufficiently to control other vegetation, protecting from fire and graz- | 
ing and replanting if necessary.—$3 per acre. 
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(16) Harvesting hayseed.—Harvesting for seed an acreage of 


_ alfalfa, red clover, and alsike. Credit will not be given for more than 
25 acres per farm.—$3.50 per acre. 


(17) Liming materials.— (Credit rates are contained in NCR-46-1, 


Supplement 1.) Application of the following materials: 


(a) One ton of agricultural ground limestone containing at least 80 per- 
cent calcium carbonate equivalent and ground sufficiently fine so that 80 
percent, including all of the finer particles obtained in the grinding process, 
will pass through a U. S. Standard No. 8 sieve. The moisture content at 
the time of shipment must not exceed 8 percent. The calcium carbonate 
equivalent and the percent passing through a U. S. Standard No. 8 sieve 
must be at least 80 and one or both must be greater than 80 so that the 
multiplication of the percent of calcium carbonate equivalent by the per- 
cent of material passing through a U. 8. Standard No. 8 sieve will be equal 
to or in excess of 0.72. 

(b) One ton of by-product of lead mines with the lead separated out by 
the water table method. The sludge must be ground so that 90 percent will 
pass through a U. S. Standard No. 8 sieve. The calcium carbonate content 
must be at least 80 percent. 

(c) One ton of lead mine refuse produced in’ Northwestern Illinois or 
Wisconsin. The material must contain 80 percent calcium carbonate equiva- 
lent and ground sufficiently fine so that 80 percent, including all of the finer 
particles obtained in the grinding process, will pass through a U. S. Standard 
No. 8 sieve. The calcium carbonate equivalent and the percent passing 
through a U. 8. Standard No. 8 sieve must be at least 80 and one or both 
must be greater than 80 so that the multiplication of the percent of calcium 
carbonate equivalent by the percent of material passing through a U. S. 
Standard No. 8 sieve will be equal to or in excess of 0.72. 

(d) One ton of No. 2 limestone containing at least 65 percent calcium 
carbonate equivalent and ground sufficiently fine so that 80 percent, includ- 
ing all of the finer particles obtained in the grinding process, will pass 
through a U.S. Standard No. 8 sieve. 

(e) One cubic yard of marl containing at least 70 percent calcium car- 
bonate equivalent. 

(f) One ton of blast furnace slag containing at least 80 percent calcium 
earbonate equivalent and ground sufficiently fine so that 80 percent wiil 
pass through a U. S. Standard No. 8 sieve. 

(g) One cubic yard of water-softening process lime containing at least 
70 percent calcium carbonate equivalent. M 

(h) One ton of commercial burnt lime containing at least 90-percent 
calcium carbonate equivalent and testing not more than 20-percent moisture 
at the loading point. 

(i) One ton of hydrated lime. 


A correspondingly greater amount of material must be required if the 
~aaterial does not meet the specifications. 


(18) Fertilizers——Application of superphosphate, defluorinated 
Jhosphate rock, or potash to: (1) pastures; (2) new seedings of bien- 


nial or perennial legumes, perennial grasses, winter legumes, or les- 
pedeza, with or without a nurse crop; (8) old stands of biennial or 
perennial legumes, or perennial grasses, provided the acreage to which 


such applications are made is not devoted to, cultivated for, or plowed 


for any other crop prior to January 1, 1947; and (4) green manure 
crops in orchards. 


(a) Application of superphosphate or defluorinated phosphate rock.—$3.50 
per 100 lbs. of available P.O.

INDIANA COMMITTEEMAN’S PRACTICE HANDBOOK 


The 1946 farm program is designed to assist the farmers of Indiana 
to the fullest possible extent in protecting their soils against damage 
from erosion and loss of fertility. 

The county committee will designate those practices which will be 
approved for payment in the county in order that the available funds 


will be used most effectively to bring about increased conservation. 


Written approval by the county committee must be obtained for each 
practice to be performed on any individual’s farm, prior to the carry- 
ing out of such practice except that practices performed before April 
1, 1946, may be approved retroactively by the county committee. 


A. FUNDS AVAILABLE FOR CONSERVATION PRACTICES ON 
INDIVIDUAL FARMS 


The county and community committeemen will determine for each 
farm, on the basis of the conservation needs and farmer’s intentions, 
maximum payments for each practice approved for the farm. The 
sum of the maximum payments approved cannot exceed the county 
limits approved for this purpose by the State committee. Official 
notice of such approval will be forwarded to the operator and other 
parties interested in the operation of the farm. 


B. CONSERVATION PRACTICES 


The practices available for 1946 are those which are most needed in 
order to conserve and improve soil fertility, improve pasture land, 


| prevent wind and water erosion, and promote conservation and better 


utilization of water. Assistance will be available for carrying out 
the following practices during the program year January 1, 1946, 
through December 31, 1946. To qualify for payment, each practice 
must be carried out in accordance with the specifications for that 
practice and be in keeping with good farming practices for the 
locality. 

Except as stated below, the total extent of any practice performed 
shall be reduced for purposes of payment by the percentage of the total 
cost of the practice which the county committee determines was fur- 


_ nished by a State or Federal agency. The extent of any practice shall 


not be reduced because a portion of the cost is represented by materials 


_ or services furnished by the F. S. B., or equipment furnished by 
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S. C. S., or materials or services furnished by an agency of a State or 
political subdivision thereof to another agency or political subdivision 
of the same State, or trees purchased from a Clark-McNary Cooperative 
State Nursery. 

(1) Standard terraces.—Construction of standard terraces with a 
minimum settled ridge cross section of 10 square feet above the original 
ground level. Proper outlets must be provided. The terraces and 
outlets must be constructed to conform with the minimum specifica- 
tions required by the State committee.—$1.50 per 100 linear feet. » 

(2) Diversion terraces.—Construction of diversion terraces with 
a minimum settled ridge cross-section of 10 square feet above the 
original ground level. Proper outlets must be provided. The ter- 
races and outlets must be constructed to conform to the minimum | 
specifications required by the State committee.—$0.08 per cubic yard, 
put not in excess of $8.00 per 100 linear feet. i 

(3) Establishing permanent grassed terrace outlets.——Estab- — 
lishing permanent grassed outlets for terraces, which have been or © 
will be constructed. The outlets must conform to the minimum ~ 
specifications required by the State committee.—$0.75 per 1,000 square | 
feet. 

(4) Establishing sod waterways.—Establishing a permanent sod | 
waterway on any cropland where a permanent vegetative cover is | 
necessary in a waterway channel, or in cultivated orchards. The 

‘channel of the waterway must be sufficiently wide to carry the run-off — 
from the drainage area and must be at least 10 feet in width at the | 
narrowest point. The channel must contain perennial grasses and a 
good vegetative growth must be obtained.—$0.75 per 1,000 square feet. 

(5) Contouring cultivated row crops.—Contour farming of culti- — 
vated row crops provided the crop stubble is left standing or a good 
stand of a winter cover crop is obtained. Credit will not be given if 
the crops are planted and cultivated with more than 3 percent devia- | 
tion from the contour in each 100 feet. If there is danger of erosion © 
in waterways, such waterways must be permanently established in sod. © 
Contour lines must be laid out with an approved instrument.—$1.50 
per acre. | 

(6) Contouring drilled crops—Contour drilling of small grain 
crops, sorghums, millet, or soybeans. No credit, will be given if the 
crops are seeded with more than 3 percent deviation from the contour | 
in each 100 feet. If there is danger of erosion in waterways, such | 
waterways must be permanently established in sod. A1l tillage opera-_ 
tions, including plowing, made in connection with the seeding must 
be on the contour. Contour lines must be laid out with an approved” 
instrument.—$0.50 per acre. 

(7) Contour strip cropping.—Growing alternate strips of inter-_ 
tilled crops with sown, close-drilled, or sod crops, on the contour, pro- 
vided: (1) the strips are approximately the same width, (2) the strips 
are not less than 3 rods nor more than 10 rods in width, (8) the crop 
stubble is left standing or a good stand of a winter cover crop is 
obtained, (4) the land has an average slope of 2 percent or over, (5) 
the strips do not deviate more than 3 percent from the contour in each 
100 feet, and (6) the buffer strips are at least 1 rod in width. Contour 
lines must be laid out with an approved instrument. Credit may be 
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given under practice (5) or (6) for the acreage of intertilled crops 
or small grain crops which is included in the strip-cropping system. 

(a) Less than 25 percent of the field in perennial grass or perennial 
legumes.—$1.00 per acre. 

(6) 25 percent or more of the field in perennial grass or perennial 
legumes.—$2.50 per acre. 

(8) Field strip cropping not on the contour—water erosion.— 
Growing alternate strips of intertilled crops with sown, close-drilled, 
or sod crops, on land determined by the county committee to be too 
irregular in slope to permit contour farming, provided: (1) the strips 
are approximately the same width, (2) the strips are not less than 3 
_ rods nor more than 10 rods in width, (3) the crop stubble is left 
standing or a good stand of a winter cover crop is obtained, and (4) 
the strips are laid out across the general slope. Approval must not 
be given for this practice on fields containing over 40 acres.—$0.75 
per acre. 

(9) Dams for livestock water.—Construction of earthen, concrete, 
or masonry dams for providing water for livestock. Earthen dams 
~ must be constructed with minimum slopes of three to one on the up- 
stream side, and two to one on the downstream side. All sod vege- 
tation and top soil should be cleaned from the dam site. A core trench 
eut to clear clay material should be made lengthwise the full length 
of the fill. This trench should be filled with a clay core which should 
be built up at least to the spillway elevation. A top width of 5 feet 
shall be provided on dams up to 10 feet in height, and 6 feet on dams 
up to 15 feet in height. Dams of 10 feet or less in height must have 
a freeboard of 3 feet. Dams from 10 to 15 feet in height must have a 
freeboard of 4 feet. A grassed spillway or sodded waterway at least 
§ feet wide shall be provided for ponds with drainage areas up to 10 
acres. For drainage areas from 10 to 25 acres in extent the spillway 
‘width shall be increased proportionately. 

‘Credit will not be given unless the following conditions have been 
met: 

(1) The depth of the water is at least 6 feet in 20 percent of the pond area. 

(2) The water is piped out to a stockwater tank and a control valve is pro- 
vided for regulating the flow of water to the tank. 

(8) A trickle tube of bell tile or steel pipe with sealed joints is provided to 
carry excess water to stable grade below the dam. The trickle tube should be 
placed 6 inches below tne spillway level, not through the fill but in solid 
ground and preferably opposite the spillway. 

(4) The top dirt removed from the dam site must be spread over the top 
and downstream side of the fill, and the fill seeded with grass and legumes. 

(5) The entire area of the pond and the dam is fenced to exclude livestock. 

(a) For earth or other material moved.—$0.12 per cubic yard. 
(ob) For concrete or masonry.—$9.00 per cubic yard. 
(ec) For rubble masonry.—$6.00 per cubic yard. 

(10) Construction of reservoirs for livestock water.—Construc- 
tion of reservoirs for livestock water on farms where suitable locaticns 
for construction of dams are not available or where the construction 
of such dams is not practicable. Reservoirs must not be approved 
unless the drainage is of sufficient size to guarantee sufficient run-off 
to provide ample water supples for the reservoir. The reservoir 
must be constructed so that at least 20 percent of the area will be 6 
feet deep. A pump siphon or gravity feed system must be installed 
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to convey the water to a stock-water tank. The reservoir must be 
fenced to exclude livestock.—$0.10 per cubic yard of material moved. 

(11) Construction of forestry firebreaks.—Construction of fire- - 
breaks at least 15 feet wide between woodland or forest plantations 
and existing fire hazards such as railroads and well traveled high- 
ways.. The firebreak must be kept clean of all vegetative growth 
during dry periods.—$5.00 per 1,000 linear feet. 


(12) Tree planting.—Planting trees for forest purposes, gully 
control, or windbreak, in accordance with good tree culture. ‘The trees 
must be protected from fire and grazing. The county committee must 
specify the site and species of trees to be planted. The following spe- 
cies will qualify provided they are adapted to the particular soil type, 
climatic condition, moisture condition, and site: 


(a) For forest purposes: In all counties—black walnut and tulip poplar 
in woods opening on an 8’ x 8’ spacing; black locust, red pine, and white pine 
on a 6’ x 6’ spacing. In all counties to the south of Vermillion, Parke, Mont- 
gomery, Boone, Hamilton, Madison, Delaware, and Randolph—Virginia pine 
and short leaf pine for open field plantings on a 6’ x 6’ spacing.—$1.00 per 100 
trees, but not in excess of $7.50 per acre. 

(b) For gully control: in all counties—black locust, red pine, white pine, 
and jack pine. In all counties to the south of Vermillion, Parke, Montgomery, 
Boone, Hamilton, Madison, Delaware, and Randolph—Virginia pine and short 
leaf pine on a 6’ x 6’ spacing.—$1.00 per 100 trees, but not in excess of $7.50 © 
per acre. 

(c) For farmstead windbreaks: white pine, red pine, jack pine, and arbor 
vitae on a 10’ x 10’ spacing.—$2.00 per 100 trees. 

(d) For sand field windbreaks: white pine, jack pine, and red pine, on a 
6’ x 6’ spacing.—$1.00 per 100 trees. 

(e) For muckland windbreaks: green hybrid willows in single rows 2 feet 
apart, or arbor vitae in single or double rows 6 feet apart.—$1.00 per 100 trees. 


(13) Establishing new pasture or reseeding depleted noncrop 
open pasture.—Establishing pasture on land which will remain un- 
der permanent vegetative cover or reseeding a depleted pasture on 
land designated as noncrop open pasture. <A satisfactory seed bed 
must be prepared and necessary amounts of lime and fertilizer must 
be applied. Grazing must be deferred until the new seeding has been 
established. Only the following mixtures will qualify for credit: 

(a) In the following counties: Bartholomew, Brown, Clarke, Clay, Craw- 
ford, Daviess, Dearborn, Decatur, Dubois, Floyd, Franklin, Gibson, Greene, 
Harrison, Jackson, Jefferson, Jennings, Johnson, Knox, Lawrence, Martin, 
Monroe, Morgan, Ohio, Orange, Owen, Perry, Pike, Posey, Ripley, Rush, Scott, 
Shelby, Spencer, Sullivan, Switzerland, Vanderburgh, Vigo, Warrick and 
Washington—38 lbs. of redtop, 4 Ibs. of bluegrass, 2 lbs. of timothy, 4 lbs, 
of red ‘clover, and 6 lbs. of lespedeza.—$3 50 per acre. 

(b) In all other counties: 5 lbs. of bluegrass, 2 lbs. of timothy, 6 lbs. of red 
clover, and 1 lb. of alsike or ladino.—$3.50 per acre. 

(14) Green manure crops.—Disking or plowing under a gocd 
stand and a good growth of the following crops. If the land is sub- 
ject to erosion, and the green manure crop is turned under in the fall, 
the land must be protected by a winter cover crop.—$1.50 per acre. 

(a) Oats, barley, wheat, or soybeans, in orchards or on vegetable land. 

(b) 1945 fall seedlings of winter rye, ryegrass, winter vetch, or crimson 
clover. 

(c) Sweet clover. 

(15) Go-down crops in commercial orchards.—Protecting the 
soil from wind and water erosion by the use of go-down crops, pro- 
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vided a good vegetative growth is obtained and the crop is not har- 
_ vested for pasture or hay, grain, seed, or forage. The crop must re- 

main on the land at least until January 1, 1947. 

(a) Sudan grass, millet, buckwheat, sweet sorghums, small grains, or 

mixtures of these crops. 

(b) Soybeans or cowpeas. 

(c) 1946 spring seedings of lespedeza. 

$1.50 per acre. 

(16) Seeding winter legumes for cover.—Seeding winter vetch or 
crimson clover in the fall of 1946 for winter cover. The crop must be 
seeded early enough to obtain sufficient growth to provide an adequate 
cover during the winter and a good stand and a good growth must be 
obtained. 


(a) Seeding not less than 20 Ibs. of winter vetch.—$2.75 per acre. 
(c) Seeding not less than 12 lbs. of crimson clover.—$2.50 per acre. 

(17) Weed eradication on cropland.—Eradication of seriously 
infested plots of the following weeds: Canada thistle, bindweed or 
| perennial sow thistle. Payment for this practice may be approved 
_ only on farms where approved weed control measures are being car- 
ried out on all adjacent infested farms and contiguous land, where 
the infestation is limited to a single farm, or where the county com- 
mittee determines there is no likelihood of reinfestation. No crop 
may be taken from the land but the weeds may be cut and removed 
before tillage is begun. 


(a) By use of sodium chlorate or other chemicals approved by the State 
committee.—$0.06 per pound. 
(b) By continuous clean tillage ——$10.00 per acre. 

(18) Application of boron to alfalfa——Application of 25 to 35 
Ibs. per acre of agricultural mesh borax to alfalfa where boron de- 
ficiency symptoms are present.—$1.00 per acre. 

(19) Harvesting hayseed.—Harvesting for seed an acreage of al- 
falfa, alsike, or red clover. Credit will not be given for more than 
25 acres per farm.—$3.50 per acre. 

(20) Construction of open farm drainage ditches.—Construction 
or enlargement of open farm drainage ditches (except public ditches) 
including lateral and lead ditches, for which proper outlets are pro- 
vided, and adequate provision is made for the entrance of water into 
and out of the ditch. The ditch must have sufficient capacity to re- 
move the normal excess surface water. Credit will not be given for 
material moved in cleaning the ditch.—$0.08 per cubic yard, but not 
in excess of $8.00 per 100 linear feet. 

(21) Excavation of ditches for tile drainage.—Excavation for 
the installation tile drains provided: (1) the size of tile, outlets, and 
gradients meet the specifications for standard drainage as recom- 
mended by the U. S. Department of Agriculture; (2) not less than 
75 percent of the area to be drained is cropland; and (8) no part of 
the tile line is to be used for any purpose other than the draining of 
agricultural land.—$0.40 per rod. 

(22) Mulching materials.—A pplication of small grain straw, or 
the crop residue obtained from harvesting legumes or grasses for 
seed, to commercial orchards, vineyards, commercial vegetable land, 
or strawberries or other small fruit.—$5.00 per ton. 
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(23) Liming materials.— (Credit rates are contained in NCR+46-1, 
supplement 1.) Application of the following materials: 


(a) One ton of agricultural ground limestone containing at least 80 per- 
cent calcium carbonate equivalent, and ground sufficiently fine so that 80 
percent including all of the finer particles obtained in the grinding process 
will pass through a U. S. Standard No. 8 sieve and 20 percent through a 
U. S. Standard No. 100 sieve. ‘The moisture content at the time of shipment 
must not exceed 8 percent. The calcium carbonate equivalent and the 
percent passing through a U. S. Standard 8 sieve must be at least 80 and 
one or both must be greater than 80 so that the multiplication of the percent 
of calcium carbonate equivalent and the percent of the material passing 
through a U. 8. Standard No. 8 sieve will be equal to or in excess of 0.72. 

(bo) One ton of calcium carbide refuse lime containing at least 85 percent 
ealcium carbonate equivalent and testing not more than 85 percent moisture 
at the shipping point.

(d) One cubic yard of water-softening process lime containing at least 70 
percent calcium carbonate equivalent. 

(e€) One ton of burnt lime waste containing at least 90 percent calcium 
carbonate equivalent and testing not more than 20 percent moisture at the 
shipping point. 

(f) One ton of commercial burnt lime containing at least 90 percent cal- 
cium carbonate equivalent and testing not more than 20 percent moisture at 
the loading point. , 

(g) One ton of hydrated lime. 


A correspondingly greater amount of material must be required if |

(24) Fertilizers—Application of superphosphate, defluoriated 
phosphate rock, or potash to: (1) pastures; (2) new seedings of bi- 
ennial or perennial legumes, perennial grasses, winter legumes, or 
lespedeza, seeded without a nurse crop, or with a spring seeded nurse 
crop; (8) old stands of biennial or perennial legumes, or perennial

C. POOLING AGREEMENTS 


Producers in any local area may agree in writing, with the approval 
of the county and State committees, to cooperatively perform the 
following practices on one or more of the farms operated by such 
producers, provided all of their farms are benefited by the performance 
of such practices: Practice (20), Construction of Open Farm Drainage 
Ditches, or Practice (21), Excavation of Ditches for Tile Drainage. 
Instructions for carrying out a pooling agreement are contained in 


NCR-46-2.

IOWA COMMITTEEMAN’S PRACTICE HANDBOOK 


The 1946 Farm Program is designed to assist the farmers of Iowa 
to the fullest possible extent in protecting their soils against damage 
from erosion and loss of fertility. 

The county committee will designate those practices which will be 
approved for payment in the county in order that the available funds 
will be used most effectively to bring about increased conservation. 


Written approval by the county committee must be obtained for each 


ractice to be performed on any individual’s farm, prior to the carry- 


Ing out of such practice except that practices performed before April 


1, 1946, may be approved retroactively by the county committee. 


A. FUNDS AVAILABLE FOR CONSERVATION PRACTICES ON 
INDIVIDUAL FARMS 


The county and community committeemen will determine for each 
farm, on the basis of the conservation needs and farmer’s intentions, 
maximum payments for each practice approved for the farm. The 
sum of the maximum payments approved cannot exceed the county 
limits approved for this purpose by the State Committee. Official 


| notice of such approval will be forwarded to the operator and other. 


parties interested in the operation of the farm. 
B. CONSERVATION PRACTICES 


The practices available for 1946 are those which are most needed in 


order to conserve and improve soil fertility, improve pasture land, 
| prevent wind and water erosion, and promote conservation and better 
utilization of water. Assistance will be available for carrying out 
the following practices during the program year January 1, 1946, 


through December 31, 1946. To qualify for payment, each practice 
must be carried out in accordance with the specifications for that 
practice and be in keeping with good farming practices for the locality. 

Except as stated below, the total extent of any practice performed 
shall be reduced for purposes of payment by the percentage of the total 
cost of the practice which the county committee determines was fur- 


nished by a State or Federal agency. The extent of any practice shall 


not be reduced because a portion of the cost is represented by mate- 

rials or services furnished by the F. S. B., or equipment furnished by 

S. C. S., or materials or services furnished by an agency of a State 

or political subdivision thereof to another agency or political subdi-

vision is made for the entrance of water into and out of the ditches. — 
No credit will be given for material moved in cleaning the ditch.—— 
$0.08 per cubic yard, but not in excess of $8.00 per 100 linear feet. 
(7) Excavation of ditches for tile drainage.—Excavation of | 
ditches for the installation of tile drains, provided the size of tile, | 
outlets, and gradient meet the specifications for standard drainage | 
as required by the State Committee. No credit will be given if the 
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tile lines are used for any purpose other than the draining of agricul- 
tural land or if less than 75 percent of the area to be drained is crop- 
 land.—$0.40 per rod. 

(8) Diversion.terraces.—Construction of diversion terraces with 
a minimum settled ridge cross-section of at least 10 square feet above 
the original ground level. Proper outlets must be provided. The 
diversion terrace and outlet should be located and constructed in ac- 
cordance with designs prepared locally by a qualified engineer— 
$0.08 per cubic yard, but not in excess of $8.00 per 100 linear feet. 

(9) Dams and reservoirs for livestock water.—Construction of 
concrete, masonry, or earthen dams or ponds for providing water for 
livestock. The dam or pond must be constructed to provide at least 
6 feet of water at the deepest point and must have a drainage area of 
not less than 3 acres nor more than 10 acres if a vegetative side spillway 
is used. The watershed must be in a sod crop or, if cultivated, must 
be protected by suitable conservation practices. . Drainage from a 
barnyard must not be permitted to enter the pond. The dam and 
pond must be fenced to exclude stock and the water must be piped out 
toatank. Dam sites must be located on soils which are water retentive 
to prevent excessive seepage. Protected side spillways of sufficient 
size to discharge the excess water must be provided. The channel 
from the spillway must be extended far enough to carry the surplus 
water away from the fill and onto a well-sodded channel or slope lead- 
ing to a natural waterway. The lap of the settled fill must be 3 
feet higher than the bottom of the side spillway for dams of 10 feet 
or less in height, and 4 feet higher for dams over 10 feet in height. 

Earthen dams must be constructed with minimum slopes of 3 to 1 
on the upstream side and 2 to 1 on the downstream side. There must 
be 1 foot of crown width for each foot in height of fill up to 10 feet. 
The pond site must be cleared of vegetation, trash, and debris before 
the fill is placed. Where porous material or silt is found on the site, 
a core trench must be constructed under the centerline of the fill. The 
core trench must be at least 3 feet wide and must extend through the 
porous layer into clay and must be backfilled with well compacted 
clay. Earth must be placed in the fill in layers of 6 to 12 inches which 
are well compacted with heavy equipment as each layer is placed. 
_ The fill material must not contain appreciable concentrations of vege- 

tation, large rocks, frozen soils, or other foreign substances and must 
be moist enough to secure adequate compaction. 
(a) For earth or other material moved—$0.12 per cubic yard. 
(bo) For concrete—$9.00 per cubic yard. 
(c) For rubble masonry—$6.00 per cubic yard. 

(10) Dams for erosion control.—Construction of earthen, con- 
crete, or masonry dams for the control of erosion of farmland. The 
county committee must specify for each project the minimum specifi- 
cations which must be met to provide adequate protection against the 
destruction of the dam by excessive run-off and sufficient retardation 
of flood waters to prevent erosion below the dam. ~

(c) For rubble masonry—$6.00 per cubic yard. 
(11) Reseeding nencrop open pasture.—Reseeding and improv- 
ing noncrop open pasture by carrying out all of the following: (1) 
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applying the necessary amounts of lime and fertilizer as shown by soil ~ 
tests; (2) preparing a satisfactory seedbed by plowing, or disking — 
or springtoothing where the land has already been plowed or where ©

toothing, or plowing sufficiently to prepare a good seedbed; (3) mak- 
ing a full seeding of one of the mixtures listed below; (4) delaying 
grazing until a good stand has been established, controlling grazin 
during the remainder of the pasture season, and removing the stoc 
early enough in the fall to permit a good growth of the pasture before 
winter; and (5) mowing weeds, if necessary, a sufficient number of 
times to prevent seed formation and to control growth. Approval ~ 
must not be given unless the county committee determines that the 
land will become bonafide permanent pasture.

(13) Tree planting.—Prior approval of the site and the variety 
of the tree to be planted must be obtained from the county committee. — 
The plantings must be made in accordance with good tree culture and | 
the new planting must be protected from fire and grazing. The 
following varieties of trees may be approved for payment, provided 
they are adapted to the particular soil type, climatic conditions, — 
moisture conditions and site: 

(a) For forest purposes: White ash, black cherry, cottonwood, red elm, 
hackberry, shagbark hickory, hard maple, red maple, black oak, red oak, 


white oak, black walnut, eastern white pine, jack pine, Virginia pine, red pine, © 
and eastern red cedar—$1.00 per 100 trees, but not to exceed $7.50 per acre. 
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(b) For gully control: Green ash, cottonwood, red elm, hackberry, black 
locust, red maple, Osage orange, eastern white pine, jack pine, red pine, 
Virginia pine, and eastern red cedar—$1.00 per 100 trees but not to exceed 
$7.50 per acre. 

(c) For windbreaks and shelterbelts: Green ash, hardy catalpa, cotton- 
wood, red elm, hackberry, soft maple, Osage orange, black walnut, eastern 
white pine, jack pine, red pine, western yellow pine, eastern red cedar, 
white cedar, Douglas fir, Norway spruce, blue spruce, and blackhills spruce— 
$2.00 per 100 trees. 


(14) Weed control on cropland.—With prior approval of the 
county committee, eradication or effective control of seriously infested 
lots of the following perennial noxious weeds: Bindweed, creeping 
jenny, Canada thistle, perennial pepper grass, leafy spurge, horse 
nettle, Russian knapweed, and perennial sow thistle. Payment for 
this practice may be approved only on farms where approved weed 
control measures are being carried out on all adjacent infested farms 
and contiguous land, where the infestation is limited to a single farm, 
or where the county committee determines there is no likelihood of 
reinfestation. No crop may be taken from the land but the weeds 
_may be cut and removed before tillage is begun. 

(a) By use of sodium chlorate or other chemicals approved by the State 
Committee—$0.06 per pound. 

(6) By continuous clean tillage—$10.00 per acre. 

(15) Liming materials.— (Credit rates are contained in NCR-46-1, 
Supplement 1.) Application of the following materials: 

(a) One ton of agricultural ground limestone containing at least 80 per- 
cent calcium carbonate equivalent and ground sufficiently fine so that 80 per- 
cent, including all of the finer particles obtained in the grinding process, 
will pass through an 8 mesh sieve and 20 percent through a 100 mesh sieve. 
The moisture content at the time of shipment must not exceed 8 percent. 
The calcium carbonate equivalent and the percent passing through a U. 8. 
Standard No. 8 sieve must be at least 80 and one or both must be greater 
than 80 so that the multiplication of the percent of calcium carbonate equiva- 
lent by the percent of material passing through a U. S. Standard No. 8 sieve 
will be equal to or in excess of 0.72. 

(6) One ton of calcium carbide refuse lime containing at least 85 percent 
calcium carbonate and testing not more than 35 percent moisture at the 
shipping point. 

(c) One cubic yard of water-softening process lime containing at least 
70 percent calcium carbonate equivalent. 

(d) One cubic yard of calcareous clay containing not less than 30 percent 
calcium carbonate equivalent. 

(e) One cubic yard of marl containing not less than 70 percent calcium 
carbonate equivalent. 

(f) One ton of button dust containing not less than 80 percent calcium 
carbonate equivalent. 

(g) One ton of hydrated lime. 

A correspondingly greater amount of material must be required if 
the material does not meet the specifications. No payment will be 
approved by the county committee unless applicant can show need 
for lime. 

(16) Fertilizers.—A pplication of superphosphate, defluorinated 
phosphate rock, or potash to: (1) pastures; (2) new seedings of bi- 
ennial or perennial legumes, or perennial grasses, with or without a 
nurse crop; (3) old stands of biennial and perennial legumes or per- 
ennial grasses, provided the acreage on which such applications are 
made is not cultivated for, devoted to, or plowed for any other crop 
prior to January 1, 1947; and (4) to green manure crops in orchards.

(19) Green manure crops.—Disking or plowing under a good 
stand and a good growth of the following crops. If the land is sub- 
ject to erosion and the green manure is turned under in the fall, the 
land must be protected by a winter cover crop.—$1.50 per acre. 

(a) Alsike or red clover turned under in the fall of 1946. 

(bo) Sweet Clover. 

(c) 1945 fall seedings of winter rye plowed in spring of 1946. 

(d) Oats, barley, wheat, rye, soybeans in orchards and on vegetable land. 

(20) Harvesting hayseed.—Harvesting for seed an acreage of 
alfalfa, red clover, alsike clover. Credit will not be given for more 
than 25 acres per farm.—$3.50 per acre.

Producers in any local area may agree in writing, with the approval 
of the County and State Committees, to cooperatively perform the 
following practices on one or more of the farms operated by such

_ MICHIGAN COMMITTEEMAN’S PRACTICE HANDBOOK 


The 1946 Farm Program is designed to assist the farmers of Mich- 
igan to the fullest possible extent in protecting their soils against 
damage from erosion and loss of fertility. 

_ The county committee will designate those practices which will be 
approved for payment in the county in order that the available funds 
will be used most effectively to bring about increased conservation. 
Written approval by the county committee must be obtained for each 


: practice to be performed on any individual farm prior to the carrying 
_ out of such practice, except that practices performed before April 1, 


1946, may be approved retroactively by the county committee. 


A. FUNDS AVAILABLE FOR CONSERVATION PRACTICES ON 
INDIVIDUAL FARMS 


The county and community committeemen will determine for each 
farm, on the basis of the conservation needs and farmer’s intentions, 
maximum payments for each practice approved for the farm. The 
sum of the maximum payments approved cannot exceed the county 
limits approved for this purpose by the State Committee. Official 
notice of such approval will be forwarded to the operator and other 
parties interested in the operation of the farm. 


B. CONSERVATION PRACTICES 


The practices available for 1946 are those which are most needed in 
order to conserve and improve .soil fertility, improve pasture land, 


prevent wind and water erosion, and promote conservation and better 
utilization of water. Assistance will be available for carrying out 


| the following practices during the program year January 1, 1946, 


through December 31, 1946. To qualify for payment, each practice 
must be carried out in accordance with the specifications for that 


practice and be in keeping with good farming practices for the locality. 

Except as stated below, the total extent of any practice performed 
shall be reduced for purposes of payment by the percentage of the total 
_ cost of the practice which the county committee determines was fur- 
| nished by a State or Federal agency. The extent of any practice shall 

not be reduced because a portion of the cost is represented by materials 
_ or services furnished by the F. S. B., or equipment furnished by 8. C. 
_8., or materials or services furnished by an agency of a State or politi-

(17) Establishing permanent sod in orchards—<Approval may 
be given only where the slope is sufliciently steep that a sod cover is 
necessary to prevent erosion. The following operations must be per- 
formed.—$3 per acre: 

(a) Prepare a thorough seedbed. 

(0) Apply the necessary amounts of liming materials and fertilizers. 
Credit for the liming materials and fertilizer applied will be given under 
Practices (1), (2), or (8). 

(c) A seeding of not less than 10 pounds per acre of Kentucky blue grass, 
Canadian blue grass, or chewings fescue. 

(18) Tree planting for reforestation, gully control, and wind- 
breaks.—Prior approval of the site and the species of the tree to be 
planted must be obtained from the county committee. The plantings 
must be made in accordance with good tree culture and must be pro- 
tected from fire and grazing. 

(a) For forest purposes.—White pine, red pine, jack pine, scots pine, 
Norway spruce, white spruce, white cedar, hard maple, white ash, yellow 
poplar, black walnut, American elm, basswood, red oak, white oak, black 
cherry, and cottonwood.—$1 per 100 trees not in excess of $7.50 per acre. 

(0) For gully control.—Black locust, honey locust, coral berry, gray dog- 
wood, Red-Osier dogwood, elder, wild grape, wild rose, and sumac.—$1 per 
100 trees but not in excess of $7.50 per acre. 

(c) For farmstead windbreaks.—White pine, red pine, jack pine, Nor- 
way spruce, white spruce, and white cedar on a maximum spacing of 8 feet 
by 10 feet with at least 3 rows of trees.—$2 per 100 trees. 

(d) For field windbreaks.—White pine, red pine, jack pine, Norway 
Spruce, white spruce, and white cedar on a maximum spacing of 8 feet by 
10 feet with at least 2 rows of trees.—$2 per 100 trees. 

(19). Planting muck land windbreaks.—With prior approval of 
the county committee, planting of willow cuttings on muck land. The 
cuttings must be spaced not less than 18 inches in parallel rows not 
more than 300 feet apart.—$1 per 100 cuttings. 

(20) Weed eradication on cropland.—Eradication of seriously in- 
fested plots of Quack Grass. Payment for this practice may be ap- 
proved only on farms where approved weed control measures are bei ng 
carried out on all adjacent infested farms and contiguous land, where 
the infestation is limited to a single farm, or where the country com- 
mittee determines there is no likelihood of reinfestation. No crop 
| tnay be taken from the land but the weeds may be cut and removed 
before tillage is begun. 


(a) By use of sodium chlorate or other chemicals approved by the State 
Committee —$0.06 per pound. 
(bv) By continuous clean tillage.—$5 per acre.

The cut-over area includes the following countries: Alcona, Alger,

bic, Grand Traverse, Houghton, Iron, Losco, Kalkaska, Keweenaw, 
Lake Leelanau, Luce, Mackinac, Manistee, Marquette, Mason, Menomi- 
nee, Midland, Missaukee, Montmorency, Mecosta, Muskegon, Newaygo, | 
Oscoda, Otsego, Oceana, Ogemaw, Osceola, Ontonagon, Presque Isle, 
Roscommon, Schoolcraft, and Wexford. 

(21) Clearing farm land now unsuited for tillage on farms with 
less than 60 acres of cropland.—Al11 loose stones, stumps, underbrush, 
and forest tree growth must be removed and hummocks leveled in 
shape for cultivation. No credit will be given for clearing land which 
is now supporting a stand of merchantable timber. Approval must 
not be given where it is clear that water erosion hazards will result 
or where the soils of the land to be cleared are not equal to or superior 
to the soils now under cultivation on the farm. Land on which it 
appears that it would be necessary to remove stones annually in large 
quantities should not receive the approval of the committee. Land 
which must be drained before being put into cultivation must not be 
approved unless the county committee is assured that adequate drain- 
ing facilities will be provided by the farmer before the end of the pro- 
gram year. No credit will be given for this practice if the estimated 
cost of clearing the land is less than $20 per acre, or if the land is not 
plowed prior to January 1, 1947. $10 per acre. . 

(22) Clearing land for pasture.—Clearing land for the establish- 
ment of pasture by uprooting and removing all shrubs and forest tree 
growth, leveling hummocks, carrying out an adequate system of mow- 
ing, and removing loose stones. Tree growth sufficient to provide shade 
for livestock may be left in the pasture area. Approval must not be 
given unless the county committee determines that the pasture when 
established will be capable of carrying at least one animal unit for 
each 2 acres during a pasture season of at least 4 months. Tracts which 
are not a part of an operating unit must not be approved. Credit will 
not be given unless liming materials, fertilizer, and seed are apphed 
in necessary amounts. No credit will be given if the estimated cost of — 
clearing is less than $10 per acre.—$5 per acre. 


C. POOLING AGREEMENTS 


Producers in any local area may agree in writing, with the approval 
of the County and State Committees, to cooperatively perform the 
following practices on one or more of the farms operated by each pro- 
ducer, provided all of their farms are benefited by the performance of 
such practice: Practice (9) construction of open farm drainage ditches 
and Practice (10) excavation of ditches for tile drainage. Instructions 
for carrying out a pooling agreement are contained in NCR-46-2.

MINNESOTA COMMITTEEMAN’S PRACTICE HANDBOOK 


The 1946 farm program is designed to assist the farmers of Min- 
nesota to the fullest possible extent in protecting their soils against 
damage from erosion and loss of fertility. 

The county committee will designate those practices which will be 

approved for payment in the county in order that the available funds 
will be used most effectively to bring about increased conservation. 
Written approval by the county committee must be obtained for each 
practice to be performed on any individual’s farm, prior to the carry- 
ing out of such practice except that practices performed before April 
1, 1946, may be approved retroactively by the county committee. 


A. FUNDS AVAILABLE FOR CONSERVATION PRACTICES ON 
INDIVIDUAL FARMS 


The county and community committeemen will determine for each 

- farm, on the basis of the conservation needs and farmer’s intentions, 

maximum payments for each practice approved for the farm. The 

sum of the maximum payments approved cannot exceed the county 

limits approved for this purpose by the State committee. Official 

notice of such approval will be forwarded to the operator and other 
parties interested in the operation of the farm. 


B. CONSERVATION PRACTICES 


The practices available for 1946 are those which are most needed in 
order to conserve and improve soil fertility, improve pasture land, 
prevent wind and water erosion, and promote conservation and better 
utilization of water. Assistance will be available for carrying out the 
following practices during the program year January 1, 1946, through 
December 31, 1946. To qualify for payment, each practice must be 
carried out in accordance with the specifications for that practice and 

_be in keeping with good farming practices for the locality. 

Except as stated below, the total extent of any practice performed 
shall be reduced for purposes of payment by the percentage of the total 
cost of the practice which the county committee determines was fur- 
nished by a State or Federal agency. The extent of any practice shall 
not be reduced because a portion of the cost is represented by mate- 
rials or services furnished by the F. S. B., or equipment furnished by 
S. C. S., or materials or services furnished by an agency of a State 
or political subdivision thereof to another agency or political subdi- 
vision of the same State, or trees purchased from a Clark-McNary 
Cooperative State Nursery.

When it is necessary, because of rota- 
tions, to have two adjacent strips of sown, close-drilled, or sod crops, 
eredit may be given for the entire field.— $1.50 per acre. 

(8) Contouring intertilled erops.—Contour farming of intertilled 
crops, provided the crop stubble is left standing or a good stand of a 
winter cover crop is obtained. If there is danger of erosion in water- 
ways, such waterways must be permanently established in sod. Con- 
tour lines must be laid out with an approved instrument. No credit 
_ will be given for this practice for any acreage for which credit is given 
under Practice (7), Contour Stripcropping.—$1.50 per acre. 
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(9) Contouring close-sown crops.—Contour farming of small © 
grain crops, sorghums, millet, or soybeans. ALI tillage operations, in- 
cluding plowing, must be made on the contour. The seeding must be | 
made with a drill. If there is danger of erosion in waterways, such — 
waterways must be permanently established in sod. The contour | 
lines must be laid out with an approved instrument. No credit may — 
be given for this practice for any acreage for which credit is given | 


under Practice (7), Contour Stripcropping.—$0.50 per acre. 

(10) Field stripcropping not on the contour.—Growing alternate 
strips of intertilled crops or small grain crops with grass or hay 
crops, or alternate strips of summer fallow with small grain crops, 


provided: (1) the strips are approximately parallel and are laid out | 


at right angles to the prevailing winds or in a continuous “S” so that 
the winds cannot blow parallel to the rows; (2) the strips are not 
less than 2 rods nor more than 20 rods in width; and (8) the crop 
stubble is left standing or a good stand of a winter cover crop is 
obtained. 

(a) Where fallow strips are not used.—$0.50 per acre. 

(b) Where fallow strips are used.—$0.75 per acre. 

(11) Establishing Sod Waterways.—Establishing a permanent 

sod waterway on any cropland where a permanent vegetative cover is 


necessary in a waterway channel or terrace outlet, or in cultivated 


orchards. The channel of the waterway must be sufficiently wide to 
carry the run-off from the drainage area and must be at least 1 rod in 
width at the narrowest point. The channel must contain a good stand 
and a good growth of perennial grasses.—$0.75 per 1,000 square feet. 

(12) Terraces.—Construction of terraces with a minimum settled 


ridge cross-section of at least 10 square feet above the original ground — 


level on slopes of not more than 10 percent. Proper outlets must be 
provided and the terraces and outlets must be constructed to conform 
with the minimum specifications required by the State Committee.— 
$1.50 per 100 linear feet. 

(18) Construction or Enlargement of Open Farm Drainage 


Ditches.—Construction or. enlargement of farm ditches, excluding — 


those constructed or maintained by a legal drainage system, including 
lateral and lead ditches, for which proper outlets have been provided. 
Adequate provision must be made for the entrance of water into and 
out of the ditches, and the ditches must have sufficient capacity to 
remove the normal excess surface water. Credit will not be given for 
material moved in cleaning the ditch.—$0.08 per cubic yard, but not 
in excess of $8.00 per 100 linear feet. 

(14) Exeavation of Ditches for Tile Drainage.—Excavation of 
ditches for tile drainage, provided the size of tile, outlets, depth and 
gradient meet the following minimum specifications: (1) the tile size 
must be adequate to remove the normal excess water; (2) the minimum 
grade shall be 0.1 foot per 100 feet; (3) the minimum depth of the 
tile line ‘shall be 3 feet; and (4) properly protected outlets of suffi- 
cient size are provided. No part of the tile lines may be used for any 
purpose other than the draining of agricultural land.—$0.40 per rod 
of ditch excavated. 

(15) Establishing Permanent Cover on Steep Slopes. Seeding 
bromegrass on steep slopes to prevent erosion. A minimum seeding 
of 15 pounds to the acre must be made. Any acreage on which a 
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_ permanent cover is established must.not be used for any purpose other 
than pasture.—$0.15 per pound. 

(16) Complete pasture establishment.—Complete pasture es- 

_ tablishment on land no longer suited for cultivation by carrying out 
) all of the following: (1) Preparing a satisfactory seedbed; (2) ap- 
plying the necessary amounts of lime and fertilizer; (3) making a 
seeding of one of the mixtures listed below; and (4) deferring grazing 
until a good stand has been established, controlling grazing during 
the balance of the season, and removing the stock early enough in the 
fall to permit a good growth before winter. Credit for the lime and 
fertilizer applied may be given under Practices (1) or (2). 

(a@) Seeding at least 8 pounds of reeds canary grass.—$2.00 per acre. 

(0) Seeding at least 18 pounds of a mixture of bromegrass, red clover, and 
alsike. Not more than 8 pounds of the mixture may be bromegrass.—$3.50 
per acre. 

(c) Seeding at least 14 pounds of a mixture of timothy, sweet clover, and 
alsike. At least 4 pounds of the mixture must be alsike—$2.00 per acre. 
(17) Reseeding pastures.—Reseeding land designated as noncrop 

open pasture or land cleared for pasture under Practice (23) by mak- 
ing a full seeding of the grasses and legumes listed below.

(19) Harvesting hayseed.—Harvesting for seed an acreage of al- 
falfa, red clover, and alsike. Credit will not be given for more than 
25 acres per farm.—$3.50 per acre. 

(20) Tree planting.—Tree planting for forestry purposes, gully 
control, or windbreak, in accordance with good tree culture. The 
new plantings must be protected from fire and grazing. The following 
species of trees may be approved provided they are adapted to the 
particular soil type, climatic conditions, moisture conditions, and site: 
Red pine, jack pine, white spruce, eastern white pine, black spruce, 
tamarack, northern white cedar, sugar maple, yellow birch, basswood, 
American elm, green ash, white ash, white pine, Norway spruce, cot- 
tonwood, box elder, red oak, yellow poplar, Chinese elm, and willow. 

(a) For forest purposes.—$1.00 per 100 trees, but not in excess of $7.50 
per acre. 

(b) For gully control.—$1.00 per 100 trees, but not in excess of $7.50 per 


acre. 
(c) For windbreak.—$2.00 per 100 trees. 
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(21) Maintaining a stand of trees ina windbreak.— Maintaining * 
a good stand of at least 250 trees per acre by cultivating sufficiently - 
to control other vegetation, protecting from fire and grazing and re- 
planting if necessary. This practice is applicable only on stands — 
planted between January 1, 1941 and January 1, 1946.—$3.00 per | 
acre. 2h

(22) Clearing Land for Tillage on Farms with Less than 60 
Acres of Cropland.—Clearing land and preparing it for growinga | 
crop by removing all loose stones, stumps, underbrush, forest tree | 
erowth, and leveling hummocks. Approval must not be given where — 
the land to be cleared is now supporting a stand of merchantable 
timber, where it is clear that definite erosion hazards will result, where 
it appears that it would be necessary to remove large quantities of 
stones annually, where drainage problems will not be corrected before 
the end of the program year, or where the soils of the land to be cleared 
are not equal to or superior to the soil now under cultivation on the 
farm. No credit will be given if the estimated cost of clearing is less 
than $20.00 or if the land is not plowed prior to January 1, 1947.— — 
$10.00 per acre. ‘ 

(23) Clearing Land for Pasture.—Clearing land for the estab- : 
lishment of pasture by uprooting and removing all shrubs and forest ' 
tree growth, leveling hummocks, carrying out an adequate system of i 

: 


mowing and removing loose stones. Tree growth sufficient to provide 
shade for livestock may be left in the pasture area. Approval must — 
not be given unless the county committee determines that the pasture 
when established will be capable of carrying at least one animal unit 
for each two acres during a pasture season of at least four months. 
Credit will not be given unless liming materials, fertilizer, and seed 
are applied in necessary amounts. Credit for these materials may be 
given under Practices (1), (2) or (17). No credit for this practice 
may be given if the estimated cost of the clearing is less than $10.00 
per acre.—$5.00 per acre. | 


C. POOLING AGREEMENTS 


Producers in any local area may agree in writing, with the approval 
of the County and State Committees, to cooperatively perform the 
following practice on one or more of the farms operated by such 
producers, provided all of their farms are benefited by the perform- 
ance of such practice: Practice (13), Construction or Enlargement 
of Open Farm Drainage Ditches. Instructions for carrying out a 
Pooling Agreement are contained in NCR-46-2.

MISSOURI COMMITTEEMAN’S PRACTICE HANDBOOK 


The 1946 Farm Program is designed to assist the farmers of Missouri 
to the fullest possible extent in protecting their soils against damage 
from erosion and loss of fertility. 

The county committee will designate those practices which will be 
approved for payment in the county in order that the available funds 


_ will be used most effectively to bring about increased conservation. 


Written approval by the county committee must be obtained for each 
practice to be performed on any individuals farm prior to the carry- 
ing out of such practices except that practices performed before April 


1, 1946 may be approved retroactively by the county committee. 


A. FUNDS AVAILABLE FOR CONSERVATION PRACTICES ON 
INDIVIDUAL FARMS 


The county and community committeemen will determine for each 


_ farm, on the basis of the conservation needs and farmer’s intentions, 


maximum payments for each practice approved for the farm: The 
sum of the maximum payments approved cannot exceed the county 


limits approved for this purpose by the State committee. Official 


notice of such approval will be forwarded to the operator and other 
parties interested in the operation of the farm. 


B. CONSERVATION PRACTICES 


The practices available for 1946 are those which are most needed in 
order to conserve and improve soil fertility, improve pasture land, 


_ prevent wind and water erosion, and promote conservation and better 


utilization of water. Assistance will be available for carrying out the 
following practices during the program year January 1, 1946, through 
December 31, 1946. To qualify for payment, each practice must be 
earried out in accordance with the specifications for that practice 


_and be in keeping with good farming practices for the locality. 


Except as stated below the total extent of any practice performed 
shall be reduced for purposes of payment by the percentage of the 


_ total cost of the practice which the county committee determines was 


furnished by a State or Federal agency. The extent of any practice 
shall not be reduced because a portion of the cost is represented by 


f _ mnaterials or services furnished by the F. S. B., or equipment furnished 
_ byS.C.S., or materials or services furnished by an agency of a State 


or political subdivision thereof to another agency or political subdi- 


vision of the same State, or trees purchased from a Clark-McNary 
_ Cooperative State Nursery.

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(1) Contouring intertilled crops.—Contour farming of intertilled 
crops provided the crop stubble is left standing or a good stand of a 
winter cover crop is obtained. Contour base guide lines shall be 
spaced at intervals not to exceed 20 rods horizontal distance between 
lines, or 8 feet vertical distance. Lines shall be laid out on a grade 
of not less than 2 inches nor more than 6 inches fall in 100 feet and 
should be determined with a farm level or similar device, or follow 
approved established terraces. Any gullies on the land must be 
protected by a vegetative cover or by mechanical means.—$1.50 per 
acre. 

(2) Contour seeding.—Drilling small grains, sorghums, millet, or 
soybeans, on the contour. All operations, including plowing, 1n con- 
nection with the seeding must be on the contour. Contour base guide 
lines shall be spaced at intervals not to exceed 20 rods horizontal dis- 
tance between lines, or 8 feet vertical distance. Lines shall be laid 
out on a grade of not less than 2 inches nor more than 6 inches fall 
in 100 feet, and should be determined with a farm level or similar 
device, or follow approved established terraces. Any gullies on the 
land must be protected by a vegetative cover or by mechanical means.— 
$0.50 per acre. 

(3) Standard terraces.—Construction of standard terraces with a 
minimum ridge cross-section of at least 10 square feet. Proper out- 
lets must be provided. The terraces and outlets must be designed to 
conform with the minimum specifications required by the State 
committee.—$1.50 per 100 linear feet. 

(4) Diversion terraces.—Construction of diversion terraces with 
q minimum ridge cross-section of at least 10 square feet. All diver- 
sions must empty into a grassed outlet. The terrace and outlets must 
be designed to conform with minimum specifications required by the 
State Committee.—$0.08 per cu. yd. of material moved, but not in 
excess of $8.00 per 100 lin. ft. 

(5) Establishing terrace outlets.—Establishing a permanent 

rassed terraced outlet at least 8 feet wide at the narrowest point. The 
outlet must be constructed in accordance with the minimum specifica- 
tions required by the State committee. A permanent sod of perennial 
grasses must be obtained—$0.75 per 1,000 square feet. , 

(6) Dams and reservoirs for livestock water.—Construction of 
earthen, concrete, or rubble masonry dams and reservoirs for the 
purpose of providing water for livestock. Earthen dams must be 
constructed with the minimum slopes of 3 to 1 on the upstream side 
and 2 to 1 on the downstream side, and must have a crown width of 1 
foot for every foot in height of fill, but not exceeding 10 feet. Dams 
of 10 feet or less in height must have a minimum freeboard of 3 feet. 
Dams over 10 feet in height must have a minimum freeboard of 4 feet. 


The dam or pond must be fenced to exclude livestock. The water must — : 


be piped out to a stock water tank, and the pond must have a minimum 
depth of 8 feet at the deepest point. If the drainage area for the 
pond is not protected by sod or other vegetation, a protective sod 


strip with a minimum width of 100 feet must be established around | : 


the pond. 
The county committee must make the following determinations 
before approving the construction of a dam or reservoir :

(1) That the soil conditions at the location will insure water re- 
‘tention and the site selected will provide adequate depth and storage 
of water with a reasonable expenditure for dam construction. 
_ (2) That the watershed area is in proper relationship to the capacity 
| of the proposed pond. 

(8) That the dam will be of sufficient height, proper design, and 
adequately protected against erosion. 

(4) That an adequate spillway is to be provided and protected with 
vegetative cover or by mechanical means. 

(5) That the project will contribute to a better distribution of 
grazing. 

(a) For earth or other material moved.—$0.12 per cu. yd. 
(b) For concrete or masonry.—$9.00 per cu. yd. 
(c) For rubble masonry.—$6.00 per cu. yd. 

(7) Green manure crops.—Disking or plowing under a good stand 
and a good growth of the following crops. If the land is subject to 
erosion, and the green manure is turned under in the fall, the land 
must be protected by a winter cover crop.—$1.50 per acre. 

(a) Winter rye, oats, barley, wheat, or soybeans, in orchards, vineyards, 
and vegetable land. 

(6) 1945 fall seedings of winter rye, winter oats, and winter barley. 

(c) Winter vetch, crimson clover, Austrian winter peas, bur clover, or 
crotalaria. 


(d@) Sweetclover. 
(e) Alsike or red clover turned under in the fall of 1946. 


(8) Winter cover crops.—Establishing a winter cover by seeding 
the following winter legumes. No credit will be given unless a good 
stand and a good vegetative growth is obtained. 

(a) Seeding not less than 20 Ibs. of winter vetch per acre.—$2.50 per acre. 

(b) Seeding not less than 15 Ibs. of crimson clover per acre.—$2 per acre. 

(c) Seeding not less than 8 bu. (in the burr) of bur clover per acre.— 
$4 per acre. 

(d) Seeding not less than 25 Ibs. of Austrian winter peas per acre.— 

, $2 per acre. 

(9) Construction of open farm drainage ditches.—Construction 
or enlargement of farm ditches, including lateral and lead ditches, for 
which proper outlets have been provided and adequate provision is 

_ made for the entrance of water into and out of the ditch. The ditches 

- must have adequate capacity to remove the normal excess surface water 
and must meet the following minimum specifications: (1) The average 
depth of the channel must be at least 1 foot; (2) the side slopes must 
be at least 3 to 1; (3) the average width of the bottom of the channel 
must be at least 2 feet; and (4) the grade in the channel must not 
exceed 6 percent. No credit may be given for ditches which are con- 
structed or maintained by a drainage district or for ditches which do 
not drain cropland or for material moved -in cleaning a ditch.—$0.08 
per cu. yd. but not in excess of $8 per 100 linear feet. 

(10) Harvesting hayseed.—Harvesting for seed an acreage of 

alfalfa, red clover, or alsike clover. Credit will not be given for more 
than 25 acres per farm.—$3.50 per acre. 

(11) Weed eradication on cropland.—Eradication of seriously 
infested plots of Canada thistle or bindweed. Payment may be 
approved only on farms where approved weed control measures are 
being carried out on all adjacent infested farms and contiguous land, 


where the infestations is limited to a single farm, or where the county 
committee determines that there is no likelihood of reinfestation from 
adjacent or contiguous land: No crop may be taken from the land but 
the weeds may be cut and removed before tillage is begun. 

(a) By use of sodium chlorate or other chemicals approved by the State 


committee.—$0.07 per Ib. 
(0) By continuous clean tillage.—$10 per acre. 


(12) Tree planting.—Planting trees for forestry purposes, gully — 


control or windbreak, in accordance with good tree culture. The site 
and species to be planted must have the approval of the county com- 
mittee. The plantings must be protected from fire and grazing. 
The following species may be approved provided they are adapted to 
the particular soil type, climatic conditions, moisture conditions, and 
site: Shortleaf pine, eastern red cedar, walnut, butternut, white ash, 
black locust, Virginia pine and hardy catalpa. 

(a) For forest purposes.—$1 per 100 trees, but not to exceed $7.50 per 
acre. 

(b) For gully control.—$1 per 100 trees, but not to exceed $7.50 per acre. 

(c) For windbreak.—$2 per 100 trees. 

(13) Maintaining a stand of trees in a windbreak.—Maintain- 
ing a good stand of at least 250 trees per acre, which have been planted 
between January 1, 1941, and January 1, 1946, by cultivating sufii- 
ciently to control other vegetation, protecting from fire and grazing, 
and replanting if necessary.—$3 per acre. 

(14) Liming materials (credit rates are contained in NCR-46-1, 
Supplement 1).—Application of the following materials: 

(1) One ton of agricultural ground limestone containing at least 80 
percent calcium carbonate equivalent and ground sufficiently fine so that 
90 percent including all of the finer particles obtained in the grinding 
process, will pass through an 8-mesh sieve. The moisture content at the 
time of shipment must not exceed 8 percent. 

(2) One ton of by-product of lead mines.—The lead must have been 
separated by the water table method and the sludge ground so that 90 per- 
cent will pass through an 8-mesh sieve and the material must contain 
minimum of 80 percent calcium carbonate equivalent. tr 

(3) One ton of hydrated lime. 

A correspondingly greater amount of material must be required if the 
materials do not meet the specifications. 

(15) Fertilizers.—A pplication of superphosphate, defluorinated 


phosphate rock, or potash to: (1) pastures; (2) new seedings of | 


biennial or perennial legumes, winter legumes, lespedeza, or perennial 
grasses with or without a nurse crop; (8) old stands of biennial or 
perennial legumes, or perennial grasses, provided the acreage on 
which such applications are made is not cultivated for, devoted to, 
or plowed for any other crop prior to January 1, 1947; and (4) green 
manure crops in orchards.

C. POOLING AGREEMENTS 


Producers in any local area may agree in writing with the approval 
of the county and State committees, to cooperatively perform the fol- 
lowing practice on one or more of the farms operated by such pro- 
ducers provided all of their farms are benefited by the performance of 
such practice: (9) Construction of Open Farm Drainage Ditches.

NEBRASKA COMMITTEEMAN’S PRACTICE HANDBOOK 


The 1946 Farm Program is designed to assist the farmers of 
Nebraska to the fullest possible extent in protecting their soils against 
damage from erosion and loss of fertility. 

The county committee will designate those practices which will be 
approved for payment in the county in order that the available funds 
will be used most effectively to bring about increased conservation. 
Written approval by the county committee must be obtained for each 
practice to be performed on any individual’s farm, prior to the carry- 
ing out of such practice except that practices performed before April 
1, 1946, may be approved retroactively by the county committee. 


| ; A. FUNDS AVAILABLE FOR CONSERVATION PRACTICES ON 
INDIVIDUAL FARMS 


The county and community committeemen will determine for each 
farm, on the basis of the conservation needs and farmer’s intentions, 
maximum payments for each practice approved for the farm. The 
sum of the maximum payments approved cannot exceed the county 
limits approved for this purpose by the State committee. Official 
notice of such approval will be forwarded to the operator and other 
parties interested in the operation of the farm. 


B. CONSERVATION PRACTICES 


The practices available for 1946 are those which are most needed in 
order to conserve and improve soil fertility, improve pasture land, 
prevent wind and water erosion, and promote conservation and better 
utilization of water. Assistance will be available for carrying out the 
following practices during the program year January 1, 1946, through 
_ December 31, 1946. To qualify for payment, each practice must be car- 
ried out in accordance with the specifications for that practice and be 
in keeping with good farming practices for the locality.

(5) Standard terraces.—Construction of standard terraces with a 
settled minimum ridge cross-section of at least 10 square feet above the 
original ground level. Proper outlets must be provided. The terraces 
and outlets must conform to the minimum specifications required by 


: _ the State committee.—$1.50 per 100 linear feet. 


(6) Broad-base terraces.—Construction of broad-base terraces 
with a settled minimum ridge cross-section of at least 12 square feet 


»| above the original ground level. Proper outlets must be provided. 


The terraces and outlets must conform to the minimum specifications 
required by the State committee —$2.00 per 100 linear feet. 

(7) Diversion terraces.—Construction of diversion terraces for the 
interception of flood water above a terraced field, or to protect a field 
against flood water from higher slopes. The cross-section of such 


- diversion terraces is similar to the cross-section of a standard terrace, 
with side slopes no steeper than 4 to 1, and a minimum height after 


settlement of 18 inches. The channel must be designed for nonerosive 
velocities and the average grade must not exceed 4 inches per 100 lin- 
ear feet, but in no case must the grade exceed 6 inches per 100 feet of 
length. The channel area must not be less than 1 square foot per acre 
of drainage up to 20 acres, and one-half square foot per each additional 
acre, but in no case may the cross-sectional area be less than 5 square 
feet. The drainage area above the terrace must be in grass or close 
growing crops. At all outlets or openings where the density of the 
natural growing sod is not suflicient to spread or otherwise dispose of 
the water without erosion, riprap, woven wire, or other similar pro- 
tection must be used.—$0.08 per eubic yard, but not to exceed $8 per 
100 linear feet. 

(8) Establishing sod waterways.—Kstablishing a permanent sod 
waterway on any cropland where a permanent vegetative cover is’ 
necessary in a waterway channel or terrace outlet, or in cultivated 
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orchards. The channel of the waterway must be sufficiently wide to 
carry the run-off from the drainage area, and must be at least 1 rod 
wide at the narrowest point. The channel must be protected by a 
vegetative cover which may include sweet clover or alfalfa with sod 
forming grasses.—$0.75 per 1,000 square feet. 

(9) Protecting summer fallow.—Protecting summer fallowed 
acreage from wind and water erosion by contour listing, pit cultiva- 
tion, contour cultivation with a shovel-type implement, cultivation 
with a rod weeder, or any other implement approved by the county 
committee and incorporating straw and stubble into the surface soil. 
Cultivation must be started not later than the date set by the State 
committee, and must be continued throughout the season in such a 
manner to prevent weed growth and secure a maximum amount of 
moisture conservation. No credit will be given for any acreage under 
this practice for which credit is given under Practice (4), Striperop- 
ping to Control Wind Erosion. No credit may be given for this prac- 
tice if the acreage to be summer failowed has been burned except in 
those cases where the county committee with the approval of the State 
committee determines that burning was in accordance with good farm- 
ing practices.—$1 per acre. 

(10) Reseeding noncrop open pasture.—Improving noncrop open. 
pasture by seeding the following approved grasses and legumes. <A 
satisfactory seedbed must be prepared and grazing deferred until the 
new seeding has become established. 


(a) Seedings consisting of a mixture of timothy, redtop, or sweet clover.— 
$0.08 per pound. 

(0) Seedings consisting of bromegrass, blue gramma, western wheat grass, 
crested wheat grass, slender wheat grass, bluestems, sand drop, or buffalo 
grass. These grasses may be seeded alone or in a mixture containing peren- 
nial or biennial legumes, excluding sweet clover.—$0.15 per pound. 

(c) Alfalfa or red clover, when used in a mixture containing at least 75 
percent perennial grasses.—$0.25 per pound. 


(11) Deferred grazing.—(Applicable only on farms or ranches 
having 640 acres or more of noncrop open pasture land.) Natural 
reseeding of noncrop open pasture by withholding from grazing, for 
the period May 15, 1946, to August 31, 1946, an acreage normally 
grazed during the grazing season. The area to be kept free from graz- 
ing must be fenced and the fence maintained to prevent the entry of 
livestock. The acreage of noncrop open pasture in the unit which is 
not to be deferred must not be pastured to such an extent that it will 
decrease the stand of grass or injure the forage, tree growth, or water- 
shed. The practice must not be approved on grassland which is in- 
cluded within the same boundary with cropland. An area which does 
not have an available supply of stock water will not be considered 


‘normal grazing land. The practice must not be approved on an area 


” deferred in 1944 or 1945 unless deferment in 1946 would be of material 


benefit. Approval for any operator must not be given unless he has 


sufficient stock to be considered a bona fide livestock operator, If any 
hay is cut within the boundaries of the deferred area, the acreage on 


which the hay was cut must be deducted from the deferred area. The 
operator must file with the county committee a written designation of 
the area to be deferred.—$0.12 per acre on not to exceed 25 percent of 
the noncrop open pasture in the ranching unit. 

(12) Dams for livestock water.—Construction of earthen, con- 
erete, or masonry dams and reservoirs, including enlargement of 
inadequate earthen structures.. Earthen dams must be staked out for 
the approval of the county committee before construction is started. 


- Earthen dams must be constructed with minimum slopes of 8 to 1 on the 


upstream side, and 2 to 1 on the downstream side, and must have a 
crown width of 1 foot for every foot in height of fill, but not to exceed 
10 feet. Dams 10 feet or less in height must have a minimum free- 


| board of 3 feet, and dams over 10 feet in height must have a minimum 
| freeboard of 4 feet. Spillways must be constructed in conformity 


with the specifications outlined by the State committee. Trickle tubes 
must be installed where necessary. Fills for the repair of broken dams 


constructed under previous programs must not be approved for pay- 
ment in 1946. However, the county committee may require that such 


dams be repaired before other practices are approved. 

Masonry dams must have a sufficiently large weir and a spillway 

adequate to carry the expected overflow from the drainage area. 
(a) For earth or other material moved.—$0.10 per cubic yard. 
(b) For concrete or masonry.—$9 per cubic yard. 
(c) For rubble masonry.—$6 per cubic yard. 

(13) Dams for erosion control.—Construction of earthen, con- 
crete, or masonry dams, including the enlargement of inadequate 
earthen structures, for the prevention of erosion and the protection 
of farm land from floodwaters. Earthen dams must be staked out for 
the approval of the county committee before construction is started. 
Dams having a height of less than 6 feet or draining an area of less 
than 40 acres must have a minimum top width of 4 feet and minimum 
side slopes of 2 to 1. Dams having a height of over 6 feet must have 
a minimum slope of 3 to 1 on the upstream side and 2 to 1 on the down- 
stream side, and must have a crown width of 1 foot for every foot in 


“height of fill, but not exceeding 10 feet. Dams 10 feet or less in height 


must have a minimum freeboard of 3 feet, and dams over 10 feet in 
height must have a minimum freeboard of 4 feet. 

Vegetative spillways may be used provided the cover and slope are 
such that erosion will not occur when the spillway is discharging at 
its maximum capacity. Where the drainage area is in excess of 40 


acres the spillways must be constructed in accordance with the mini- 
mum specifications outlined by the State committee, For drainage 
areas of less than 40 acres, the width of the spillway shall be great 
enough to pass the estimated peak run-off but in no case shall the width 
be less than 6 feet. 

(a) For earth or other material moved.—$0.10 per cubic yard. 

(b) For concrete or masonry.—$9 per cubic yard. 

(c) For rubble masonry.—$6 per cubic yard. 

(14) Harvesting hayseed.—Harvesting for seed an acreage of al- 
falfa, red clover, or alsike clover. Credit will not be.given for more 
than 25 acres per farm.—$3.50 per acre..- 

(15) Weed eradication on cropland.—Eradication of seriously in- 
fested plots of the following weeds: Bindweed, leafy spurge, Canada 
thistle, perennial pepper grass, Russian knapweed, and dogbane. 
Payment for this practice may be approved only on farms where ap- 
proved weed control measures are being carried out on all adjacent 
infested farms and contiguous land, where the infestation is limited 
to a single farm, or where the county committee determines there is no 
likelihood of reinfestation from adjacent or contiguous land.’ No crop 
may be taken from the land but the weeds may be cut and removed 
before tillage is begun. 

(a) By use of sodium chlorate.—$0.06 per pound. 
(b) By continuous clean tillage.—$10 per acre. 

(16) Go-down crops.—Protecting the soil from wind and water 
- erosion by the use of go-down crops, provided a good vegetative growth 
is obtained and the crop is not pastured or harvested for hay, grain, 
or forage, or otherwise taken from the land. 


(a) In commercial orchards: Oats, barley, rye, annual rye grass, wheat 
or mixtures of any of these crops.—$1.50 per acre. f 

(b) On land where go-down crops are necessary for the protection of 
adjacent cropland: Sudan grass, millet, sweet sorghums, or winter rye 
seeded in the fall of 1945 at the normal rate of seeding for grain —$1.50 per 
acre. 

(17) Green manure.crops.—Disking, plowing under, or subsurface 
tilling of a good stand and a good growth of the following crops. If 
the land is subject to erosion and the green manure is turned under in 
the fall, the land must be protected by a winter cover crop.—$1.50 
per acre. 

(a) Sweet clover. 
(6) Winter rye seeded in the fall of 1945. 
(c) Alsike or red clover turned under in the fall of 1945. 


(18) Construction of open farm drainage ditches.—Construction 
or enlargement of open farm drainage ditches (except ditches con- 
structed or maintained by a drainage district), including lateral and 
lead ditches for which proper outlets are provided, and adequate pro- 
vision is made for the entrance of water into and-out of the ditches. 
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: The ditches must have sufficient capacity to remove the normal excess 
_ surface water. No credit will be given for material moved in cleaning 


the ditch —$0.08 per cubic yard of earth moved, but not in excess of 


$8 per 100 linear feet. 


(19) Leveling land for irrigation.—Leveling land for irrigation in 
accordance with a written plan—$0.08 per cubic yard, but not in 


- excess of $8 per acre. 


(20) Covering blow-outs.—Covering blow-outs with straw or hay 
to prevent wind erosion and to encourage revegetation.—$1 per ton 
of material used. 

(21) Listing for erosion control.—Listing unprotected cropland 
at right angles to the prevailing winds. No credit will be given for 


| this practice for any acreages for which credit is given under the pro- 


. | técting summer fallow practice, or for any listing which is being per- 


formed in connection with a seeding operation.—$0.30 per acre. 
(22) Wells.—(Applicable only on farms having 640 acres or more 
of noncrop open pasture). Drilling or digging wells, or deepening 
wells which have failed to furnish sufficient water for livestock: Pro- 
vided, (1) a windmill or powerplant is installed except where an 
adequate flow is obtained without mechanical means; (2) the water 
is conveyed to a tank or storage reservoir; and (8) the well is not 
developed at or for the use of ranch or farm headquarters. A well 
driller’s statement showing the depth and dimensions of the casings 
must be provided by the operator, 
(a) Wells with casings less than 4 inches in diameter and artesian wells.— 


$1 per foot. 
(b) Wells with casings 4 inches or more in diameter, except artesian 


wells,—$2 per foot. 

(23) Tillage of cropland for water conservation and control of 
annual weeds.—Cultivation of cropland, beginning as soon as pos- 
sible after the harvest of a small grain crop, but not later than the 
date set by the State committee, with implements that will leave the 
crop residue on the surface. Tillage operations should be on the con- 
tour. No credit will be given if the acreage is seeded to a 1946 fall 
sown crop.—$0.35 per acre. 

(24) Tree planting.—Planting trees in accordance with good tree 
culture for gully control, or windbreak. All plantings must be pro- 
tected from fire and grazing. The species and site of the planting must 
be approved by the county committee..-The following species may be 
approved provided they are adapted to the particular soil type, cli- 
matic conditions, moisture conditions, and site. r 


(a) For gully control: black locust, golden current, mulberry, plum, 
Chinese elm, oriental raspberry, willow, sandcherry, ehokecherry, buffalo 
berry, green ash and cedar.—$1 -per 100 trees but not in excess of $7.50 


per acre. 


(6) For windbreak: lilac, honeysuckle, common juniper, sandcherry, 
red cedar, blue spruce, Austrian pine, Russian olive, buffalo berry, ponderosa 
pine, walnut, mulberry, basswood, green ash, hackberry, honey locust, choke- 
cherry, serviceberry, coffee tree, black locust, catalpa, elm, cottonwood, 
Chinese elm, white willow, plum, and Nanking cherry. Shrubs may be 
required but no credit may be given.—$2 per 100 trees. 


(25) Maintaining a stand of trees in a windbreak planting.— 
Maintaining a good stand of at least 250 trees per acre, planted between — 
January 1, 1941, and January 1, 1946, by cultivating sufficiently to 
control other veg eatin promote hea fire and grazing ae replant- 
ing if necessary. $3 per acre. 

(26) Kstablishment of permanent cover on cropland. 
lishing a permanent vegetative cover on cropland which is to be retired 
to noncrop open pasture. A satisfactory seedbed must be prepared 
and the new seeding protected from grazing until a good stand has 
been obtained. The following permanent pasture mixtures will 
qualify. 


(a) 12 pounds of bromegrass and 8 to 4 pounds of alfalfa.—$2.75 per acre. 

(b) 7 to 10 pounds of crested wheat grass and 2 to 8 pounds of western 
wheat grass.—$1.25 per acre. 

(c) 10 pounds of blue gramma, 3 pounds of side oats gramma, and 1 pound 
of buffalo grass. Buffalo grass should not be used on sandy soils.—$3.25 
per acre. 

(d@) 10 pounds of big bluestem, 2 pounds of switch grass, and 3 pounds 
of side oats gramma.—$3.00 per acre. 

(e) In sandy areas only. 8 pounds of bluestem, 2 pounds of switch grass, 
2 pounds of sandlove grass, and 8 pounds of side oats grams or blue gramma.— 
$3.00 per acre. 


C. POOLING AGREEMENTS 


Producers in any local area may agree in writing, with the approval 
of the county and State committees, to cooperatively perform the fol- 
lowing practice on one or more of the farms operated by such pro- 
ducers, provided all of their farms are benefited by the performance 
of such practice: Practice (18) Construction of Open Farm Ditches. 
Instructions for carrying out a pooling agreement are contained in

OHIO COMMITTEEMAN’S PRACTICE HANDBOOK 


The 1946 Farm Program is designed to assist the farmers of Ohio 
to the fullest possible extent in protecting their soils against damage 
from erosion and loss of fertility. 

The county committee will designate those practices which will be 
approved for payment in the county in order that the available funds 
will be used most effectively to bring about increased conservation. 
Written approval by the county committee must be obtained for each 
practice to be performed on any individual’s farm, prior to the carry- 
ing out of such practice except that practices performed before April 
1, 1946, may be approved retroactively by the county committee. 


A. FUNDS AVAILABLE FOR CONSERVATION PRACTICES ON 
INDIVIDUAL FARMS 


The county and community committeemen will determine for each 
farm, on the basis of the conservation needs and farmer’s intentions, 
maximum payments for each practice approved for the farm. The 
sum of the maximum payments approved cannot exceed the county 
limits approved for this purpose by the State Committee. Official 
notice of such approval will be forwarded to the operator and other 
parties interested in the operation of the farm. 


B. CONSERVATION PRACTICES 


The practices available for 1946 are those which are most needed in 
order to conserve and improve soil fertility, improve pasture land, 
prevent wind and water erosion, and promote conservation and bet- 
ter utilization of water. Assistance will be available for carrying 
out the following practices during the program year January 1, 1946, 
through December 31, 1946. To qualify for payment, each practice 
must be carried out in accordance with the specifications for that 
practice and be in keeping with good farming practices for the locality. 

Except as stated below, the total extent of any practice performed 
shall be reduced for purposes of payment by the percentage of the 
total cost of the practice which the county committee determines was 
furnished by a State or Federal agency. The extent of any practice 
shall not be reduced because a portion of the cost is represented by 
materials or services furnished by the F. S. B., or equipment furnished 
by S. C.S., or materials or services furnished by an agency of a State 
or political subdivision thereof to another agency or political sub- 
division of the same State, or trees purchased from a Clark-McNary 
Cooperative State Nursery. . 
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(1) Contouring Intertilled Crops——Contour farming of inter- 
tilled crops on sloping land, provided the crop stubble is left standing 
or a good stand of a winter cover crop is obtained. If there is danger © 
of erosion in waterways, such waterways must be permanently estab- 
lished in sod. Contour lines must be laid out with an approved in- 
strument. No credit will be given for this practice for any acreage 
qualifying under Practice (8), Contour Stripcropping.—%$1.50 per 
acre. 

(2) Contour Seeding.—Contour seeding of small grain crops, 
sorghums, millet, Sudan grass, or soybeans on sloping land. All oper- 
ations, including plowing, in connection with the seeding must be on 
the contour. Contour lines must be laid out with an approved instru- 
ment. If there is danger of erosion in waterways, such waterways 
must be permanently established in sod. No credit will be given for 
this practice for any acreage qualifying under Practice (3), Contour 
Stripcropping.—$0.50 per acre. 

(3) Contour Stripcropping.—Growing alternate strips of inter- 
tilled crops with sown, close-drilled or sod crops, or alternate strips of 
small grain crops with sod crops on the contour, provided: (1) the 
strips are approximately the same width; (2) the strips are not less 
than 2 rods nor more than 10 rods in width; (38) the crop stubble is 
left standing or a good stand of a winter cover crop is obtained; and 
(4) contour lines are established with an approved instrument.— 
$1.50 per acre... - 

(4) Field Stripcropping to Control Water Erosion.—Growing 
alternate strips of intertilled crops with sown, close-drilled or sod 
crops, or alternate strips of small grain crops with sod crops, pro- 
vided: (1) the strips are approximately parallel and are laid out across 
the general slope; (2) the strips are approximately the same width; 
(3) the strips are not less than 2 rods nor more than 10 rods in width; 
(4) the crop stubble is left standing or a good stand of a winter cover 
crop is obtained; and (5) contour stripcropping is impracticable. 
Approval must not be given for this practice on fields containing 
over 40 acres.—$0.75 per acre. 

(5) Standard Terraces.—Construction of standard terraces with 
a settled minimum ridge cross-section of 8 square feet above the origi- 
nal ground level. Proper outlets must be provided. The terraces and 
outlets must conform to the minimum specifications required by the 
State Committee.—$1.25 per 100 linear feet. 

(6) Diversion Terraces.—Construction of diversion terraces with 
a settled minimum ridge cross-section of 10 square feet above the orig- 
inal ground level. Proper outlets must be provided. The terraces and 
outlets must conform with the minimum specifications required by 
the State Committee.—$0.08 per cubic yard, but not in excess of 
$8.00 per 100 linear feet. 

(7) Establishing Sod Waterways.—Establishing a permanent sod 
waterway on any cropland devoted to intertilled crops or small grain 
crops where a vegetative cover is necessary in a waterway channel or 
in terrace outlets or cultivated orchards. The channel of the water- 
way must be sufficiently wide to carry the run-off from the drainage 
area and must be at least 10 feet wide at the narrowest point. The 
edges of the waterway must be broken sufficiently to prevent edge 
erosion. The channel must contain perennial grasses and a good 
vegetative growth must be obtained—$0.75 per 1,000 square feet. 
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(8) Seeding Pastures.—Reseeding depleted noncrop open pasture 
land or establishing pasture on land which will be used solely for 
pasture purposes by carrying out all of the following: (1) Applying 
lime and fertilizer in necessary amounts; (2) disking, springtoothing, 
or plowing the land to prepare a good seedbed; (3) making a full 
seeding of one of the mixtures listed below; (4) delaying grazing 
until a good growth has been obtained, controlling grazing during the 
remainder of the pasture season, and removing stock early enough 
in the fall to permit a good growth of the pasture before winter; and 
(5) mowing weeds to control growth and seed formation. 

(a) Seedings of ladino clover, or southern grown white clover, or a mix- 
ture of these crops. Bluegrass seed may be included in the mixture but no 
credit will be given for the bluegrass.—$0.40 per pound. 

(b) Seedings of biennial and perennial legumes and perennial grasses 
which must contain at least 4 pounds of alfalfa seed per acre. No credit will 
be given for any sweet clover, timothy, or redtop which is included in the 
mixture.—$0.25 per pound. : 

(c) Seedings of a mixture of biennial and perennial legumes and peren- 
nial grasses which may include sweet clover, timothy, bluegrass, or redtop.— 
$0.10 per pound. 

(d) For disking, springtoothing, or plowing to prepare the seedbed.— 
$0.75 per acre. 

(9) Dams and Reservoirs for Livestock Water.—Construction of 
earthen, concrete, or masonry dams and reservoirs on approved sites 
for providing water for livestock. Earthen dams must be constructed 
with minimum slopes of 3 to 1 on the upstream side and 2 to 1 on the 
downstream side and must have a crown width of 1 foot for every 
foot in height of fill but not exceeding a width of 10 feet. Dams of 
10 feet or less in height must have a minimum freeboard of 3 feet. 
Dams over 10 feet in height must have a minimum freeboard of 4 feet. 
Spillways must be of suflicient width to carry the expected overflow 
from the drainage area. The water in the pond must have an average 
depth of 4 feet when full or must be at least 7 feet in depth at the 
deepest point. The dam and pond must be fenced to protect the proj- 
ect from livestock. 

(a) For earth or other material moved—$0.12 per cubic yard. 

(b) For concrete or masonry—$9.00 per cubic yard. 

(c) For rubble masonry—$6.00 per cubic yard. 

(10) Green Manure Crops.—Disking or plowing under a good 
stand and a good growth of the following crops. If the land is sub- 
ject to erosion and the green manure is turned under in the fall, the 
land must be protected by a winter cover crop.—$1.50 per acre. 

(a) Winter barley or winter rye seeded in the fall of 1945. 

(b) Winter vetch, crimson clover, or ryegrass seeded in the fall of 1945. 

(c) Sweet clover. 

(11) Harvesting Hayseed.—Harvesting for seed an acreage of 
alfalfa, red clover, or alsike clover. Credit will not be given for 
more than 25 acres per farm.—$3.50 per acre. 

(12) Construction of Open Farm Drainage Ditches.—Construc- 
tion or enlargement of open farm drainage ditches (excepting those 
constructed or maintained by the township or county), including 
lateral and lead ditches, for which proper outlets are provided, and 
adequate provision is made for the entrance of water into and out of 
the ditch. The ditch must have sufficient capacity to remove the nor- 


mal excess surface water. Credit will not be given for material moved 
in cleaning the ditch.—$0.08 per cubic yard, but not in excess of 
$8.00 per 100 linear feet. ; 

(13) Excavation of Ditches for Tile Drainage. 


Excavation of 
ditches for the installation of tile drains, provided the size of tile, 
outlets and gradient meet the specifications for drainage as recom- 
mended by the U. S. Department of Agriculture. No credit will be 
given if any part of the tile lines is to be used for any purpose other 
than the draining of agricultural land.—$0.40 per rod. 

(14) Weed Eradication on Cropland.—Eradication of seriously 
infested plots of Canada thistle or European bindweed. Credit for 
this practice may be given only where approved weed control meas- 
ures are being carried out on all adjacent infested farms and contigu- | 
ous land, where the infestation is limited to a single farm, or where 
the county committee determines there is no likelihood of reinfesta- 
tion from adjacent or contiguous land. No crop may be taken from 
the land but the weeds may be cut and removed before tillage is begun. 

(a@) For sodium chlorate or other chemicals approved by the State Com- 
mittee.—$0.06 per pound. 

(bo) For continuous clean tillage.—$10.00 per acre. 

(15) Tree Planting.—Planting trees for forestry purposes, gully 
control, or windbreak, in accordance with good tree culture. The site 
and species of trees to be planted must have the approval of the county 
committee. The plantings must be protected from fire and grazing. 
The following species may be approved provided they are adapted 
to the site, particular soil type, climatic conditions, and moisture con- 
ditions: Yellow poplar, sugar maple, basswood, green oak, black wal- 
nut, black locust, hardy catalpa, eastern white pine, shortleaf pine, 
Virginia pine, pitch pine, eastern red pine, butternut, shagbark hic- 
kory, mockernut hickory, pignut hickory, white oak, red oak, black 
oak, red maple, white ash, green ash, red pine and Scotch pine. 

(a) For forest purposes.—$1.00 per 100 trees, but not in excess of $7.50 
per acre. 

(b) For gully control.—$1.00 per 100 trees, but not in excess of $7.50 per 
acre. 

(c) For windbreak.—$2.00 per 100 trees. 

(16) Mulching Materials.—A pplication of small grain straw, bean 
straw, shredded corn stover, ground corn cobs, sawdust, clover or 
grass hay and crop residue obtained from harvesting legumes or grass 
for seed, in commercial orchards, in vineyards, or on strawberries or 
other small fruit.—$4.00 per ton.

(b) One ton of No. 2 limestone containing calcium and magnesium ecar- 
bonate equivalent equal to not less than 60 percent of calcium car- 
bonate and ground sufficiently fine so that 90 percent, including all of the 
finer particles obtained in the grinding process, will pass through a U. S. 
Standard No. 8 sieve and 20 percent will pass through a U. S. Standard No. 
100 sieve. The moisture content at the time of shipment must not exceed 
8 percent. 

(c) One ton of calcium carbide refuse lime containing at least 85 percent 
of calcium carbonate and testing not more than 35 percent moisture at the 
shipping point. 

(d) One ton of blast furnace slag containing at least 80 percent calcium 
carbonate equivalent and ground sufficiently so that 80 percent will pass 
through a U. 8S. Standard No. 8 sieve. 

(e) One cubic yard of marl containing at leaSt 70 percent calcium car- 
bonate equivalent. 

(7) One cubic yard of sugar beet refuse lime containing at least 70 per- 
cent calcium carbonate equivalent. 

(g) One ton of commercial burnt lime containing at least 90 percent cal- 
cium carbonate equivalent and testing not more than 20 percent moisture 
at the loading point. 

(2) One ton of home burnt lime. 

(1) One ton of hydrated lime. 

(j) One cubic yard of water softening process lime containing at least 
70 percent calcium carbonate equivalent. 

(k) One ton of limestone screenings containing at least 80 percent calcium 
carbonate equivalent. A correspondingly greater amount of material must 
be required if the material does not meet the specifications. 


(18) Fertilizer—aApplication of superphosphate, defluorinated 
phosphate rock or potash to: (1) pastures; (2) new seedings of bien- 
nial or perennial legumes, perennial grasses, winter legumes or

SOUTH DAKOTA COMMITTEEMAN’S PRACTICE 
HANDBOOK 


The 1946 Farm Program is designed to assist the farmers of South 
Dakota to the fullest possible extent in protecting their soils against 
damage from erosion and loss of fertility. 

The county committee will designate those practices which will be 
approved for payment in the county in order that the available funds 
will be used most effectively to bring about increased conservation. 
Written approval by the county committee must be obtained for each 
practice to be performed on any individual’s farm, prior to the carry- 
ing out of such practice except that practices performed before April 
1, 1946, may be approved retroactively by the county committee. 


A. FUNDS AVAILABLE FOR CONSERVATION PRACTICES ON 
INDIVIDUAL FARMS 


The county and community committeemen will determine for each 
farm, on the basis of the conservation needs and farmer’s intentions, 
maximum payments for each practice approved for the farm. The 
sum of the maximum payments approved cannot exceed the county 
limits approved for this purpose by the State committee. Official 
notice of such approval will be forwarded to the operator and other 
parties interested in the operation of the farm. 


B. CONSERVATION PRACTICES 


_ The practices available for 1946 are those which are most needed in 


-order to conserve and improve soil fertility, improve pasture land, 


prevent wind and water erosion, and promote conservation and better 
utilization of water. Assistance will be available for carrying out 
the following practices during the program year January 1, 1946, 
through December 31, 1946. To qualify for payment, each practice 
must be carried out in accordance with the specifications for that 
practice and be in keeping with good farming practices for the locality. 

Except as stated below, the total extent of any practice performed 
shall be reduced for purposes of payment by the percentage of the total 
cost of the practice which the county committee determines was fur- 
nished by a State or Federal agency. The extent of any practice shall 
not be reduced because a portion of the cost is represented by mate- 
rials or services furnished by the F. S. B., or equipment furnished by 
S. C. S., or materials or services furnished by an agency of a State 
or political subdivision thereof to another agency or political subdi- 
vision of the same State, or trees purchased from a Clark-McNary 
Cooperative State Nursery.

No payment will be made for the following practices on farms or 
ranching units having more than 640 acres of noncrop open pasture 
unless an approved grazing management plan, Form NCR-3A, has 
been filed with the county committee and unless such plan has been 
carried out on the unit: Dams and Ponds for Livestock Water, 
Deferred Grazing, Development of Springs and Seeps, Wells Fire- 
guards, Reseeding Noncrop Open Pasture, Complete Pasture Estab- 
lishment, or Stockwater Pipelines. 

(1) Standard terraces.—Construction of standard terraces for 
which proper outlets must be provided. ‘The terraces and outlets must 
be constructed in accordance with the minimum specifications required 
by the State committee. 

(a) For base width of less than 26 feet and with a minimum ridge cross- 
section of 10 square feet above the original ground level.—$1.50 per 100 
linear feet. 

(b) For base widths of 26 feet or more and with a minimum ridge cross- 
section of at least 12 square feet above the original ground level.—$2.00 per 
100 linear feet. 

(2) Contouring intertilled crops—Contour farming of intertilled 
crops, provided the crop stubble is left standing or a good stand of a 
winter cover crop is obtained. Planting and cultivation must be per- 
formed parallel to the base contour lines. The base lines must be estab- 
lished by the use of an approved instrument and there must be sufficient 
lines to avoid erosion in the rows because of deviation from the true 
contour. The base lines must be permanently marked. Waterways 
must be sodded to prevent erosion.—$1.50 per acre. 

(3) Contour seeding.—Contour seeding, by drilling, of small grain, 
sorghums, millet or soybeans. Al tillage operations, including plow- 
ing, must be performed parallel to the base contour lines. The base 
lines must be established by the use of an approved instrument and 
there must be sufficient lines to avoid erosion in the rows because of 
deviation from the true contour. The base lines must be permanently 
marked. Waterways must be sodded to prevent erosion.—$0.50 per 
acre. 

(4) Contour stripcropping with intertilled crops or fallow.— 
Growing alternate strips of intertilled crops or fallow with sown, close- 
drilled, or sod crops, on the contour, provided (1) the strips are ap- 
proximately the same width; (2) the strips are not less than 38 rods 
nor more than 20 rods in width; (8) the crop stubble is left standing, 
or a subsurface tillage operation is performed, or a good stand of a 
winter cover crop is obtained; and (4) buffer strips are at least 1 rod 
in width.

_ approximately the same width; (2) the strips are not less than 8 rods 
nor more than 20 rods in width; (8) the crop stubble is left standing

(2) the strips are not less than 3 rods nor more than 20 rods in width; 
(8) the crop stubble is left standing, or a subsurface tillage operation 
is performed, or a good stand of a winter cover crop is obtained; and 
(4) the strips are across the general slope of the land or parallel 
to the prevailing winds. 

(a) Where fallow strips are not used.—$0.50 per acre. 
_ (b) Where fallow strips are used.—$0.75 per acre. 

(7) Contour pasture furrowing.—Construction of contour fur- 

rows on noncrop open pasture land. The average slope of the area 


_ to be furrowed must be less than 8 percent. The furrows must be 


dammed sufficiently to prevent gullying and should not be more than 
25 feet apart.—$0.25 per 1,000 linear feet. 

(8) Protecting summer fallow.—Protecting summer fallowed 
acreage from wind and water erosion by contour listing, pit cultiva- 


tion, contour cultivation with a shovel type implement, cultivation 


with a rod weeder, or any other implement approved by the county 
committee, and incorporating stubble and straw into the surface 
soil. The first tillage operation must be begun not later than the 
date set by the State committee and must be followed at such intervals 
and with such implements, as will control weed growth, create a firm 
seed bed, and maintain a cloddy, trashy, or sited surface. No credit 
may be given for this practice for any acreage which has been burned, 
or for any acreage for which credit will be given under the Strip- 
cropping Practices (4) or (6).—$1.00 per acre. 

(9) Contour listing cropland.—Solid contour listing on cropland, 
except when carried out under Practice (8), Protecting Summer Fal- 
low, or as part of a seeding operation.—$0.30 per acre. 

(10) Emergency cultivation.—Cultivation of unprotected crop- 
land at right angles to the prevailing winds. Any implement may be 


used if the land is ridged sufficiently to prevent erosion. No credit 
for this practice may be given if credit is to be given for the acreage 
under Practice (8), Protecting Summer Fallow, or if the operation 
is performed in connection with a seeding operation.—$0.30 per acre. 

(11) Establishing sod waterways.—Establishing a permanent sod 
waterway on any cropland where a vegetative cover 1s necessary In 
a waterway channel or terrace outlet, or in cultivated orchards. The 
channel must be sufficiently wide to carry the run-off from the drain- 
age area and must be at least 1 rod wide at the narrowest point. 
Adapted sod forming perennial grasses must be seeded, and if a nurse 
crop is used, the nurse crop must not be removed from the land by any 
method. A good vegetative growth must be obtained before the end of 
the program year. No credit may be given unless it is necessary to 
level the area to be seeded.—$0.75 per 1,000 square feet. a 

(12) Establishing permanent cover.—Establishing a permanen 
cover of adapted perennial grasses and legumes on slopes of 8 percent 
or more, or in waterways where a permanent vegetative cover is neces- 
sary to prevent erosion and leveling is not required. No credit may 
be given under this practice for any acreage for which credit is given 
under Practice (11), Establishing Sod Waterways. 

(a) Wheat grasses.—$0.10 per pound. 
(b) Adapted perennial grasses (excluding wheat grasses) seeded with 
legumes.—$0.15 per pound. 

(18) Construction of open farm drainage ditches.—Construc- 
tion or enlargement of open farm drainage ditches (excluding those 
ditches constructed or maintained by a drainage district), includin 
lateral and lead ditches for which proper outlets have been provided. 
Provision must be made for the free movement of water and the ditches 
must have sufficient capacity to remove the normal excess surface 
water. ‘The gradient of the ditch must be such as to avoid both silting 
and gullying. No credit will be given for material moved in cleaning 
the ditch.—$0.08 per cubic yard, but not in excess of $8.00 per 100 
linear feet. 

(14) Excavation of ditches for tile drainage.—Excavation of 
ditches for the purpose of installation of tile drains, provided (1) the 
size of tile, outlets, and gradients meet the minimum specifications 
for standard drainage as recommended by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture; (2) not less than 75 percent of the area to be 
drained is cropland; and (3) no part of the tile lines is to be used for 
any purpose other than the draining of agricultural land. Payment 
is limited to tile ditches constructed for the drainage of swales, wet 
spots, and irregular wet margins of cultivated fields.—$0.40 per rod. 

(15) Irrigation ditches.—Construction or enlargement of perma- 
nent ditches, laterals, or dikes for irrigation, in accordance with a 
written plan.—$0.08 per cubic yard of material moved, but not in 
excess of $8.00 per 100 linear feet of ditch constructed. . 

(16) Leveling land for irrigation.—Leveling cropland for irri- 
gation in accordance with a written plan.—$0.08 per cubic yard, but 
not in excess of $8.00 per acre. 

_(17) Spreader ditches.—Construction of ditches or dikes for the 
diversion and spreading of flood water on cropland, pasture land, or 
hay land. Gradients must be designed to prevent erosion hazards— 
$0.08 per cubic yard, but not in excess of 48,00 per 100 linear feet. 
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(18) Rip-rap.—Construction of rip-rap of rock, timber cribs, willow 
mats, log booms, or a combination of any of these materials, or any 
other material approved by the State committee, along watercourses 
for the control of erosion and the protection of farmland. Rip-rap 
constructed as headwalls at gully terminals, as check dams, or on the 
face of dams will qualify for credit.—$0.50 per square yard of 
exposed surface. 

(19) Covering blow-outs.—Covering blow-outs on cropland with 
straw or hay to prevent wind erosion and to encourage revegetation. 
The area covered must not be cultivated. This practice may be used 
only in sandy areas of counties approved by the State committee.— 
$1.00 per ton of material used. 

(20) Tillage for water conservation and control of annual 
weeds.—Cultivation of cropland beginning as soon as possible after 
the harvest of a small grain crop. The implements to be used shall 
be such as will leave the crop residue on the surface of the ground. 
Tillage operations should be on the contour where necessary to con- 
trol erosion and should be performed often enough to control annual 
weeds. No credit will be given for this practice if the land is devoted 
to a 1946 fall seeded crop.—$0.35 per acre. 

(21) Dams and ponds for livestock water.—Construction of 
earthern, concrete, or masonry dams, reservoirs, or ponds, including 
the enlargement of inadequate earthen structures. All developments 
must be staked out before construction is started. Earthen dams must 
be constructed with minimum upstream slopes of 3 to 1, and minimum 
downstream slopes of 2 to 1; there must be at least 1 foot of crown 
width for each foot in height of fill up to 10 feet in height. Dams 10 
feet or less in height must have a minimum freeboard of 3 feet, and 
dams over 10 feet in height must have a minimum freeboard of 4 feet. 
Naturally sodded spillways should be utilized wherever possible and 
the spillways in all cases must be sufficiently wide to carry the expected 
overflow from the drainage area. Trickle tubes should be installed 
whenever there appears to be a probability of erosion in the spillways. 
Both the dam and the spillway should be seeded to sod-forming grasses 
and should be fenced to prevent damage by livestock. 

(a) For earth or other material moved.—$0.10 per cubic yard. 

(b) For concrete or masonry.—$9.00 per cubie yard. 

(c) For rubble masonry.—$6.00 per cubic yard. 

(d) For commercially treated lumber.—$0.05 per board foot. 
; fe) For 24-inch metal culvert or diameter equivalent.—$2.00 per linear 
oot. 

(f) For 24-inch concrete or glazed clay title, or its diameter equivalent.— 
$1.50 per linear foot. 

(22) Dams for erosion control.—Construction of dams for the 
prevention of water erosion and flood damage to farmland. All proj- 
ects must be constructed in accordance with the minimum specifications 
required by the State Committee. 

(a) For earth or other material moved.—$0.08 per cubic yard. 
(0) For concrete or masonry.—$9.00 per cubic yard. 
(c) For rubble masonry.—$6.00 per cubic yard. 

(23) Wells.—(Applicable only on farms having 640 acres or more 
of noncrop open pasture.) Drilling or digging wells or deepening 
by drilling or digging, wells which have failed to furnish sufficient 
water for livestock, provided (1) a windmill or power plant is in- 


Re 


stalled, except where an adequate flow is obtained without mechanical 
means; (2) the water is conveyed to a tank or storage reservoir 5 (8) 
the well is not developed at or for the use of ranch or farm head- 
quarters; and (4) the development will contribute to a better distribu- 
tion of grazing. A well driller’s statement showing the depth of the 
well and the dimensions of the casing must be provided by the producer. 

(a) Artesian wells, and wells with casings less than 4 inches in diam- 


eter.—$1.00 per linear foot. 8 
(b) Wells with casings of 4 inches or more in diameter.—$2.00 per linear 


foot. 
(c) Wells 400 feet or more in depth and with casings 6 inches or more in 


diameter.—$3.00 per linear foot. 

(24) Springs and seeps.—Development of springs and seeps by 
excavation at the source and making a supply of water available to 
livestock, provided (1) the source is protected from trampling; (2) 
water storage to the extent of 20 cubic feet is provided; and (3) the 
development contributed to a better distribution of grazing. No 
credit will be given under this practice for any storage for which 
payment was made under Practice (21), Dams and Ponds for Live- 
stock Water, and Practice (22), Dams for Erosion Control. 

(a) For earth or gravel moved.—$0.30 per cubic foot. 
(v) For rock moved.—$0.50 per cubic foot. 

(25) Deferred grazing.—(Applicable only on farms having 640 
acres or more of noncrop open pasture.) Natural reseeding of non- 
crop open pasture normally grazed during the grazing season by with- 
holding from grazing during the period from May 15, 1946, to August 
31, 1946. The area to be kept free from grazing must be fenced, and 
the fence must be maintained sufficiently to prevent entry of livestock, 
except in areas normally grazed exclusively by sheep or goats, a fence 
will not be required if the livestock are kept out by herding. ‘The 
remainder of the grazing land in the unit which is not: being deferred 
must not be pastured to such an extent as to decrease the stand of grass 
or injure the forage, trees or watershed. This practice must not be 
approved on grassland included in the same boundary with cropland, 
nor shall any area not having an available supply of stockwater be 
considered as normal grazing land. This practice must not be ap- 
proved on an area deferred in 1944 or 1945 unless material benefit is 
likely to result through deferment in 1946. 

No producer shall be eligible for the practice unless he has sufficient 
livestock to be considered a bona fide livestock operator. If any 
hay is cut within the boundaries of a deferred area, the acreage on 
which such hay is cut will be deducted from the deferred area. The 
area to be deferred must be designated in writing by the producer be- 
fore approval will be given.—$0.10 per acre, not to exceed 25 percent 
of the noncrop open pasture in the ranching unit. 

(26) Reseeding noncrop open pasture.—Seeding of depleted pas- 
ture on land designated as noncrop open pasture land. All seedings 
must be made with a drill and the area seeded must not be grazed until 
a good stand has been established. Straight seedings of biennials or 
annuals, or mixtures of annuals and biennals will not qualify for credit, 
except that annuals and biennials will receive credit when used in a 
mixture containing at least 75 percent perennials. The following 
seeds will qualify when used in accordance with the provisions of the 
practice: crested wheat grass, slender wheat grass, western wheat 


grass, timothy, redtop, sweet clover, white clover, red clover, gramma 
rass, buffalo grass, bluestem, featherbunch grass, alfalfa, and 
‘bromegrass.—$0.15 per pound of seed used. 

(27) Complete pasture establishment.—Establishment of perma- 
nent pasture on land to be used solely for the pasturing of livestock. 
All seedings must contain at least 20 percent of perennial grasses and 
at least 50 percent of perennial legumes except that wheat grasses may 
be seeded alone. The seedbed must be prepared in a workmanlike 
manner, and rolled or packed after the seeding when such operations 
are necessary. All seedings must be made with a drill. If a nurse 
crop is used, it must be clipped green and left on the land. The area 
Peisd must not be grazed until a good stand is established. 

(a) Seeding wheat grass at the rate of at least 10 pounds per acre.— 
$1.00 per acre. , 

(b) Seeding a mixture containing at least 20 percent of adapted perennial 
grasses (excluding wheat grasses) and at least 50 percent perennial legumes, 
at the rate of at least 12 pounds per acre.—$2.00 per acre. 

(28) Fireguards on rangeland.—Establishment of fireguards at 
least 10 feet in width on noncrop open pasture by plowing furrows or 
otherwise exposing the mineral soil. Plowing not less than two fur- 
rows on each side of a strip at least 20 feet wide from which all 
inflammable vegetation has been removed will also qualify. Pay- 
ment will not be made if any fireguard is used in connection with con- 
trolled burning.—$1.20 per 1000 linear feet. 

(29) Stockwater pipelines.—Installation of black or galvanized 
steel pipelines to convey water from livestock dams or wells to adjacent 
pastures for the use of livestock. The project must contribute to a 
better distribution of grazing. Pipe size shall be determined by 
measurement of the inside diameter. No credit will be given for this 
practice in connection with Practice (23), Wells. 

(a) 1-inch to 14-inch pipe—$0.10 per linear foot. 
(b) 14-inch and over.—$0.20 per linear foot. 

(30) Tree planting.—Planting trees on farm land in a manner con- 

sistent with good tree culture practices. Young plantings must be 
protected by fences or herding. The county committee must give ap- 
proval of the site and species of trees or shrubs to be planted taking 
into consideration the adaptability of the species to the particular 
soil type, climatic conditions, moisture conditions, and site. The 
‘species which may be approved are listed below: 
(a) For forest purposes: Ponderosa pine, western red cedar, eastern red 
cedar, green ash, black walnut, cottonwood, burr oak, hackberry, American 
elm, red elm, honey locust, bass wood, Kentucky coffee tree, and box elder.— 
$1.00 per 100 trees, but not in excess of $7.50 per acre. 

(0) For gully control: Credit for planting in gullies will not be given 
where the gully could be controlled by filling and the use of sod forming 
grasses. The following species of trees and shrubs may be approved pro- 
vided at least 70 percent of the planting is made up of the shrubs. Shrubs: 
wild plum, western chokecherry, smooth sumac, three-leaf sumac, indigo 
bush, dogwood, silverberry, golden currant, snowberry, matrimony vine, 
wild grape, dahurian buckthorn, buffalo berry, Chinese lilac, caragana, tac- 
tarian honeysuckle, Manchu apricot, nannyberry, Nanking cherry, and June 
berry. Trees: hackberry, Russian olive, white willow, blackwillow, haw- 
thorn, Siberian crab, American elm, and burr oak.—$1.00 per 100 plants, but 
not in excess of $7.50 per acre. 

(c) For windbreaks or shelterbelts: Credit will be given only where the 


plantings are made on land which was tilled in 1945. Plantings must be 
made in rows not more than 12 feet apart. Plantings of seven rows or less 


must have at least one row of shrubs on the windward side and plantings 
of more than seven rows must have at least one row of shrubs on each side. 
No credit will be given for the shrubs. Eligible species are shown in the 
following table.—$2.00 per 100 trees. 
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The southeastern area includes Minnehaha, McCook, Hansen, Davison, 
Aurora, and Brule Counties and all counties south of the above-mentioned 
counties and east of the Missouri River. 

The northeastern area includes all counties to the north of the southeastern 
area and east of the Missouri River. | 

The southwestern area includes Gregory, Tripp, Mellette, Jackson, Penning- | 
ton, and that part of Meade County lying south of the Belle Fourche River 
and all counties south of the above-mentioned counties and west of the 
Missouri River. 

The northwestern area includes all counties to the north of the southwestern 
area and to the west of the Missouri River. 3 

(31) Maintaining a stand of trees in windbreaks or shelter- 
pelts.—Maintaining a stand of at least 200 trees, exclusive of shrubs, — 
in a windbreak or shelterbelt planted between January 1, 1941, and 
January 1, 1946. The trees must be maintained in a thrifty and 
growing condition. At least 3 thorough cultivations must be com- 
pleted prior to August 1, 1946, including clean cultivation of a strip | 
approximately 10 feet wide along both sides of the tree belt. Livestock — 
must be excluded from the planting by fencing or herding, and the _ 
stand protected from fire. Replantings must be made if necessary.— — 
$3.00 per acre. ~al 

(32) Eradication of weeds on cropland.—Eradication of seriously _ 
infested plots of the following weeds: creeping jenny, leafy spurge, 
Canada thistle, perennial sow thistle, perennial pepper grass, and 
Russian knapweed. Approval may be given for this practice only on 
farms where approved weed-control measures are being carried out — 
on all adjacent infested farms and contiguous land, where the infesta- _ 
tion is limited to a single farm, or where the county committee deter- 


mines there is no likelihood of reinfestation from adjacent or contig- 
uous land. No crop may be taken from the land but the weeds may 
be cut and removed before tillage is begun. 
(a) For sodium chlorate or other chemicals approved by the State Com- 
mittee (excluding borax) —$0.05 per pound. 
(b) For borax.—$0.02 per pound. 
(c) For continuous clean tillage.-—$10.00 per acre. 

(33) Fertilizers.—A pplication of superphosphate, or potash to ( 1) 
Pastures; (2) new seedings of biennial or perennial legumes, or 
perennial grasses, seeded alone; or (3) new seedings of biennial and 
perennial legumes or perennial grasses after the nurse crop has been 
removed. 

(a) 100 pounds of available P.O;.—$5.75. 
(b) 100 pounds of available K.0.—$3.50. 

(34) Green manure crops.—Plowing under or subsurface tilling a 
good stand and a good growth of sweetclover or 1945 fall seedings of 
winter rye. If the land is subject to erosion and the green manure 
is turned under in the fall, the land must be protected by a winter 
cover crop. Fall plowing will not qualify unless approval is given 
by the State committee. —$1.50 per acre. 


C. POOLING AGREEMENTS 


Producers in any local area may agree in writing, with the approval 
of the county and State committees, to cooperatively perform the 
following practices on one or more of the farms operated by such 
producers, provided all of their farms are benefited by the perform- 
ance of such practices: Practice (13), Construction of Open Farm 
Drainage Ditches, or Practice (17), Spreader Ditches. Instructions 
for carrying out pooling agreements are contained in NCR—46-2.

The county committee will designate those practices which will be 
approved for payment in the county in order that the available funds 


’ will be used most effectively to bring about increased conservation. 
| Written approval by the county committee must be obtained for each 


_ practice to be performed on any individual’s farm, prior to the carry- 


| ing out of such practice except that practices performed before April 
~ 1, 1946, may be approved retroactively by the county committee. 


A. FUNDS AVAILABLE FOR CONSERVATION PRACTICES ON 
INDIVIDUAL FARMS 


The county and community committeemen will determine for each 
| farm, on the basis of the conservation needs and farmer’s intentions, 
maximum payments for each practice approved for the farm. The 
sum of the maximum payments approved cannot exceed the county 
limits approved for this purpose by the State Committee. Official 
notice of such approval will be forwarded to the operator and other 


I _ parties interested in the operation of the farm. 


B. CONSERVATION PRACTICES 


The practices available for 1946 are those which are most needed 
| in order to conserve and improve soil fertility, improve pasture land, 
_ prevent wind and water erosion, and promote conservation and better 
utilization of water. Assistance will be available for carrying out 
the following practices during the program year January 1, 1946, 


| through December 31, 1946. To qualify for payment, each practice 


must be carried out in accordance with the specifications for that prac- 
tice and be in keeping with good farming practices for the locality. 
Except as stated below the total extent of any practice performed 
shall be reduced for purposes of payment by the percentage of the 
total cost of the practice which the county committee determines was 
furnished by a State or Federal agency. The extent of any practice
